The  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  the  oldest,  and  for  a  long  time  the 
only  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  in  the  first 
year  of  its  existence,  "  found  it  necessary  to  prepare  a  Liturgy,  in 
order  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  ceremonies  of  public  worship." 
This  first  brief  Liturgy  was  republished  with  alterations  and  addi- 
tions in  1786.  The  next  edition  in  1818  differs  but  slightly  in 
the  order  of  public  worship  from  the  preceding.  In  1842  a  new 
edition,  carefully  revised  and  much  enlarged,  was  published  by 
the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  in  connection  with  the  Synods  of  New 
York  and  Ohio.  In  1855  a  new  edition  was  published,  the  fifth 
since  1748,  in  which  many  and  important  alterations  and  additions 
were  introduced,  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  fuller  con- 
formity to  the  ancient  usage  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  This  is 
now  the  standard  edition  appointed  for  the  use  of  the  Congrega- 
tions connected  with  the  Synod. 

Of  this  edition  the  present  work  is  a  translation,  made  by 
authority  of  the  Synod  for  the  use  of  those  Congregations  in  which 
the  English  language  is  used.  Much  of  the  matter  contained  in 
the  German  Liturgy  the  translators  have  been  instructed  to  omit 
as  superfluous.  In  that  portion  of  the  work  of  which  a  translation 
is  here  presented,  the  translators  have  been  instructed  to  make  a 
number  of  alterations,  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  stricter 
conformity  to  the  general  usage  of  the  ancient  and  purest  Liturgies 
of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  in  a  few  instances  for  the  purpose  of 
conforming  to  the  practice  of  our  English  Churches  in  this  coun- 
try.    A  few  of  these  alterations  may  be  mentioned  here. 

The  German  Liturgy  contains  no  collection  of  Introits,  unless 
the  Versicles  which  precede  the  Collects  are  of  this  nature,  though 
they  seldom  correspond  with  the  ancient  Introits.  A  selection  of 
Introits  is  here  given,  taken  chiefly  from  the  Liturgy  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  of  Bavaria.  They  are  intended  to  be  sung  by 
the  Congregation,  and  to  supplant  the  introductory  anthem  so 
frequently  sung  by  the  choir,  and  thus  to  furnish  an  appropriate 
opening  of  the  service. 

The  Confession  of  Sins  contained  in  the  New  York  Hymn 
Book,  which  has  found  more  general  acceptance  in  our  English 
Churches  than  any  other,  has  been  added. 

The  Nicene  Creed  has  also  been  added  for  occasional  use. 

The  most  noticeable  alteration  is  in  the  position  of  the  General 
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Prayer.  The  almost  invariable  usage  of  the  ancient  Liturgies  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  is  to  place  it  after  the  Sermon.  To  this 
usage  all  the  editions  of  the  German  Liturgy  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod  conform,  except  that  of  1842.  There  can  scarcely  be  a 
doubt  that  this  is  its  most  appropriate  place,  and  that  it  disturbs 
the  natural  order  of  the  several  parts  of  the  service  to  place  it 
before  the  Sermon.  It  has  been  placed  there  solely  because  of  the 
almost  universal  usage  of  our  English  Churches.  Wherever 
practicable,  it  would  be  much  better  to  place  it,  where  by  the 
common  consent  of  almost  all  Lutheran  Liturgies  it  belongs,  after 
the  Sermon. 

To  the  General  Collects  a  number  of  Special  Collects  have  been 
added,  any  of  which  may  be  used,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister, 
in  the  public  or  private  ministrations  of  his  office. 

For  the  performance  of  ministerial  acts  but  one  form  has  been 
given.  Where  several  are  found  in  the  German  Liturgy,  the 
oldest  and  most  generally  received  has  been  selected. 

The  work  here  presented  for  the  use  of  the  English  Churches 
within  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  and  any  others  which  may  see 
fit  to  adopt  it,  will  be  found  to  agree  more  nearly  with  the  ancient 
usage  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  than  any  which  has  yet  been  pub- 
lished in  the  English  language  by  any  portion  of  our  Church  in 
this  country.  Notwithstanding  various  minor  differences  between 
the  older  Liturgies  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  several  coun- 
tries of  Europe,  there  is  a  substantial  agreement  in  the  prominent 
outlines  of  the  Divine  Service.  And  the  Order  of  Divine  Service 
contained  in  this  work  agrees  with  them  in  all  things  essential, 
except  in  position  of  the  general  prayer. 

Let  us  examine  the  several  parts  of  the  Order  of  Morning  Ser- 
vice in  their  connection,  and  learn  that  their  arrangement  is  not 
arbitrary,  but  is  in  harmony  with  the  deepest  feelings  of  the 
spiritual  life,  and  like  those  feelings  gathers  round  the  two  great 
centres  of  the  Word  and  the  Sacrament.  Lohe,  in  the  preface  to 
his  Liturgy,  furnishes  a  sketch,  which  with  some  alterations  is 
here  followed. 

A  week  has  been  added  to  the  past,  another  lies  before  you, 
between  them  comes  Sunday,  the  day  of  communion.  You  come 
with  the  Congregation  into  the  presence  of  the  Lord  to  worship 
before  him.  Your  purposes  and  desires  are  expressed  in  the  words 
of  the  Introit.  Pastor  and  people  recount  their  longings  in  the 
words  of  the  Psalms  hallowed  by  the  use  of  ages. 

Having  thus  given  utterance  to  your  desire  to  worship  before 
the  Lord,  what  do  you  do  ?  You  wash  from  your  feet  the  dust  gather- 
ed along  the  daily  journey  of  life.     Your  first  act  of  devotion,  after 
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the  Introit,  is  the  Confession  of  sins,  which  can  have  no  more  beau- 
tiful form  than  that  responsive  one  in  which  Pastor  and  people 
mutually  comfort  each  other. 

The  Minister,  commissioned  by  God,  exhorts  the  Congregation 
to  confess  their  sins,  and  then  speaking  in  their  name,  lays  before 
God  their  acknowledgment  of  guilt,  their  penitence,  and  their 
longings  for  forgiveness.  And  now  the  whole  Congregation,  bowed 
down  under  a  sense  of  their  guilt  before  God,  and  the  whole  bur- 
den of  sin,  with  its  bitter  fruits  in  this  life  and  in  the  world  to 
come,  and  longing  for  forgiveness,  joins  in  to  implore  the  mercy 
of  God  in  the  Ki/rie.  The  Minister  declares  to  the  penitent,  long- 
ing people,  the  assurance  of  mercy  in  the  words  of  Absolution. 

In  the  Confession  and  Kyrie,  the  Congregation  have  presented 
themselves  before  God  as  humble  suppliants,  needing  his  grace  and 
help.  The  Lord  draws  nigh  to  his  waiting  people,  who  filled  with 
gladness  at  the  assurance  of  forgiveness,  burst  out  into  the  angelic 
hymn  of  praise.  As  of  old  in  the  manger,  so  now  the  Lord  comes  to 
those  who  sing  the  Gloria  in  excelsis.  The  thanksgiving  of  the 
angels  still  resounds  when  the  Lord  comes  to  the  place  where  he 
has  recorded  his  name.  He  comes.  He  is  received  and  praised 
as  the  Triune  God,  to  whom  we  draw  nigb  through  Christ.  No 
other  hymn  of  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord  who  comes  down  to  receive 
the  praises  of  his  people,  which  men  have  ever  uttered,  surpasses 
in  solemn  majesty  this  prayer. 

His  countenance  shines  graciously,  but  he  is  still  silent,  he 
listens  to  the  words  of  the  Congregation.  Therefore  once  more 
summing  up  all  their  necessities  and  all  their  desires,  they  give 
utterance  to  them  in  a  single  sentence  in  the  Collect.  The  pecu- 
liar thought  of  the  Festival  or  Sunday  pervades  the  general  wants 
of  the  soul  more  fully  in  the  Collect  than  in  the  Introit.  In  one 
clear  thought  the  soul  expresses  its  wants,  and  then  casts  itself, 
waiting  and  longing,  before  him  to  whom  all  flesh  must  come, 
because  he  is  the  hearer  of  prayer. 

The  Congregation  is  silent.  He  breaks  the  silence,  speaking  to 
the  Congregation  through  his  gracious  word.  His  spirit  bears 
witness  through  the  mouth  of  the  Apostles,  in  the  words  of  the 
Epistle.  The  Congregation  meet  him  with  a  fervent  entreaty  that 
he  would  sanctify  them  through  his  word. 

He  speaks  again.  He  draws  still  nearer  to  his  worshipping- 
people.  They  receive  his  own  words  in  the  Gospel.  The  Con- 
gregation answers  with  a  joyful  ascription  of  praise.  Their  hearts 
are  filled  by  the  power  of  the  gospel  with  living  faith.  After 
their  worship  comes  a  blessed  union  and  communion  with  the 
Lord  in  the  Creed.  No  longer  grief  for  sin,  no  longer  dread  of 
the  divine  wrath,  no  longer  sighs  of  longing,  but  a  joyful  confi- 
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deuce  till  the  soul.     They  sit  down  in  his  presence,  and  in  the 
§         .1  Is  begun  the  sweet  converse,  the  communion  of  saints, 
who  rejoice  together  in  the  Lord,  and  ponder  on  his  word. 

The  highest  point  in  the  Service  has  now  been  reached,  unless 
the  Sacrament  is  administered. 

The  Church  feels  herself,  as  the  bride  of  the  Lord,  rich  in  him 
and  through  him,  but  rich  also  through  others.  In  her  own 
abundance,  she  remembers  all  the  wants  and  misery  of  earth. 
Wishing  every  good  to  all  men,  she  comes  to  the  Altar  with  her 
supplications,  prayers  and  intercessions.  Seeking  blessing  for  all, 
she  comes  reverently  to  the  throne  of  richest  blessing.  Pier  heart 
becomes  filled  with  the  grand  thought  that  the  Church  here  and 
in  heaven  is  but  one,  that  pilgrims  here  are  united  in  their  prayers 
with  all  the  redeemed  in  heaven,  and  that  the  prayers  of  both 
unite  to  cause  the  day  of  everlasting  glory  speedily  to  come. 

If  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  is  not  administered  the 
Service  now  hastens  to  a  close.  But  if  the  Service  is  made  com- 
plete by  the  administration  of  the  Sacrament,  the  Congregation 
passes  from  intercession  to  thanksgiving  in  the  Prefation.  The 
thanksgiving  loses  itself  in  the  Sanctus,  the  Thrice-holy.  The 
Congregation  filled  with  rapture  by  the  Sanctus  feels  that  the 
Lord  comes  to  the  Sacrament  and  greets  him  with  the  glad 
Hosanna. 

They  make  ready  their  hearts  to  receive  him  in  the  Exhortation. 
Bread  and  wine  are  solemnly  consecrated,  the  hallowed  prayer  of 
our  Lord  and  the  holy  words  of  institution  are  said.  The  Lamb 
of  God  is  present.  The  Congregation  filled  with  the  remembrance 
of  the  Redeemer's  triumph  through  suffering,  prays  in  lowliest 
loftiest  strains,  commend  themselves  in  all  their  bodily  and  spiritual 
need  to  the  gracious  help  of  the  Lord  of  our  Lord  in  the  Agnus  Dei. 
It  is  well  with  the  people  of  God,  holy  longings  fill  their  souls, 
and  now  they  receive  the  Sacrament.  Through  faith  unto  faith 
they  have  come,  and  now  have  most  blessed  experience,  They 
are  at  the  table  of  the  Lord.  They  can  rise  no  higher  in  this  life. 
There  is  nothing  beyond  but  heaven.  Their  longings  find  fit 
expression  in  the  Nunc  Dimittis. 

With  thanksgiving  to  God  the  service  closes. 


This  edition  of  the  Liturgy  has  been  printed  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  Churches  connected  with  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania.  It 
is  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Synod  at  its  next  session,  in 
order  that  if  that  body  should  see  fit,  it  may  be  adopted  for  general 
use.  It  has  not  as  yet  been  stereotyped,  so  that  any  alterations 
deemed  necessary  may  be  made  in  another  edition.

The  Moveable  Festivals  all  depend  upon  Easter  except  Advent. 
Easter  is  always  the  First  Sunday  after  the  Full  Moon,  which 
happens  upon,  or  next  after  the  twenty-first  day  of  March;  and  if  the 
Full  Moon  happen  upon  a  Sunday,  Easter  is  the  Sunday  after. 

Advent  Sunday  is  always  the  nearest  Sunday  to  the  thirtieth  day  of 
November,  whether  before  or  after. 

The  time  of  Easter  being  found,  the  other  Festivals  occur  as  follows: 
Septuagesima  Sunday  is  nine  weeks  before  Easter. 
Ash-Wednesday,  or  the  beginning  of  Lent,  is  forty-six  days  before 
Easter. 

Palm  Sunday,  or  the  beginning  of  Passion   Week,  is  eight  days 
before  Easter. 

Green- Thursday  is  the  Thursday  before  Easter. 
Good-Friday  is  the  Friday  before  Easter. 
Ascension-Day  is  forty  days  after  Easter. 
Whit-Sunday  is  seven  weeks  after  Easter. 
Trinity  Sunday  is  eight  weeks  after  Easter.

Comfort  the  sorrowful  and  the  distressed.  Raise  up 
those  who  have  been  wrongfully  put  down.  Preserve 
all  women  in  the  perils  of  child-birth,  and  all  young 
children.  Protect  all  who  travel  by  land  or  water 
and  support  the  souls  of  the  dying. 
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And  unto  thee  who  art  able  to  do  exceedingly  above 
all  that  we  ask  or  think,  be  glory  by  Christ  Jesus 
throughout  all  ages.

ET  us  look  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of 
-■-^  our  faith ;  who.  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before 
him,  endured  the  cross,  despising  the  shame. — Heb. 
xii.  2.  He  humbled  himself,  and  became  obedient 
unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross.  Wherefore 
God  also  hath  highly  exalted  him,  and  given  him  a 
name  which  is  above  every  name :  that  at  the  name 
of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven, 
and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth ;  and 
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that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father.— Phil.  n.  8-11. 

HEAR  to-day  the  first  part  of  the  history  of  the 
Passion  of  our  Lord,  as  it  is  written  by  the  four 
Evangelists.  It  contains  the  account  of  the  council 
of  his  enemies,  and  his  conversation  with  his  disciples 
concerning  his  approaching  sufferings,  the  supper  at 
Bethany  and  the  anointing,  the  entry  into  Jerusalem 
and  the  purifying  of  the  temple.     It  reads  thus  : 

John  xi.  47-53.— Then  gathered  the  chief  priests 
and  the  Pharisees  a  council,  and  said,  What  do  we  ? 
for  this  man  doeth  many  miracles.     If  we  let  him 
thus  alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  lum;  and  the 
Romans  shall  come,  and  take  away  both  our  place  and 
nation.    And  one  of  them,  named  Caiaphas,  being  the 
high  priest  that  same  year,  said  unto  them,  Ye  know 
nothing  at  all,  nor  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us, 
that  one  man  should  die  for  the  people,  and  that  the 
whole  nation  perish  not.     And  this  spake  he  not  ot 
himself :  but  being  high  priest  that  year,  he  prophesied 
that  Jesus  should  die  for  that  nation;  and  not  for  that 
nation  only,  but  that  also  he  should  gather  together 
in  one  the  children  of  God  that  were  scattered  abroad. 
Then  from  that  day  forth  they  took  counsel  together 
for  to  put  him  to  death. 

Mat.  xx.  17.— And  Jesus  going  up  to  Jerusalem, 
took  the  twelve  disciples  apart  in  the  way,  and  said 
unto  them.  Luke  xviii.  31-34.— Behold,  we  go  up 
to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the 
prophets  concerning  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  accom- 
plished. For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto  the  Gentiles, 
and  shall  be  mocked,  and  spitefully  entreated,  and 
spitted  on;  and  they  shall  scourge  him.  and  put  him 
to  death :  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again.  And 
they  understood  none  of  these  things:  and  this  saying 
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was  hid  from  them,  neither  knew  they  the  things 
which  were  spoken. 

John  xii.  1,  2. — Then  Jesus  six  days  before  the 
passover  came  to  Bethany,  where  Lazarus  was  which 
had  been  dead,  whom  he  raised  from  the  dead.  There 
they  made  him  a  supper,  (Mat.  xxvi.  6,)  in  the  house 
of  Simon  the  leper,  (John  xii.  2,)  and  Martha  served  : 
but  Lazarus  was  one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  table 
with  him.  Mark  xiv.  3. — As  he  sat  at  meat,  there 
came  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  ointment  of 
spikenard  very  precious ;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and 
poured  it  on  his  head,  (John  xii.  3-6,)  and  anointed 
the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair : 
and  the  house  was  filled  with  the  odor  of  the  ointment. 
Then  saith  one  of  his  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's 
son,  which  should  betray  him,  why  was  not  this  oint- 
ment sold  for  three  hundred  pence,  and  given  to  the 
poor  ?  This  he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor ; 
but  because  he  was  a  thief,  and  had  the  bag,  and  bare 
what  was  put  therein.  Mark  xiv.  4,  6-9. — And  there 
were  some  that  had  indignation  within  themselves, 
and  said,  Why  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  made  ? 
And  Jesus  said,  Let  her  alone ;  why  trouble  ye  her  ? 
she  hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.  For  ye  have 
the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye 
may  do  them  good  :  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She 
hath  done  what  she  could :  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath 
done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

John  xii.  12. — On  the  next  day,  (Mat.  xxi.  1-7,) 
when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and  were  come 
to  Bethphage,  unto  the  mount  of  Olives,  then  sent 
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Jesus  two  disciples,  saying  unto  them,  Go  into  the 
village  over  against  you,  and  straightway  ye  shall  find 
an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  her :  loose  them,  and 
bring  them  unto  me.  And  if  any  man  say  aught  unto 
you,  ye  shall  say,  The  Lord  hath  need  of  them ;  and 
straightway  he  will  send  them.  All  this  was  done, 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the 
prophet,  saying,  tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Zion,  Behold, 
thy  King  cometh  unto  thee,  meek,  and  sitting  upon 
an  ass,  and  a  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.  And  the  disci- 
ples went,  and  did  as  Jesus  commanded  them,  and 
brought  the  ass,  and  the  colt,  and  put  on  them  their 
clothes,  and  they  set  him  thereon.  John  xii.  17. — 
The  people  therefore  that  was  with  him  when  he 
called  Lazarus  out  of  his  grave,  and  raised  him  from 
the  dead,  bare  record.  Mark  xi.  8. — And  a  very 
great  multitude  spread  their  garments  in  the  way ; 
(Mat.  xxi.  8,  9.)  others  cut  down  branches  from  the 
trees,  and  strewed  them  in  the  way ;  and  they  that 
went  before,  and  that  followed,  cried,  saying,  Hosanna 
to  the  Son  of  David  :  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord ;  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

Luke  xix.  39-44. — And  some  of  the  Pharisees 
from  among  the  multitude  said  unto  him,  Master, 
rebuke  thy  disciples.  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  I  tell  you  that,  if  these  should  hold  their 
peace,  the  stones  would  immediately  cry  out.  And 
when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and  wept 
over  it,  saying,  If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at 
least  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  which  belong  unto 
thy  peace !  but  now  they  are  hid  from  thine  eyes. 
For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies 
shall  cast  a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee 
round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  every  side,  and  shall  lay 
thee  even  with  the  ground,  and  thy  children  within 
thee :  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  upon 
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another ;  because  thou  knewest  not  the  time  of  thy 
visitation. 

Mat.  xxi.  10-13. — And  when  he  was  come  into 
Jerusalem,  all  the  city  was  moved,  saying,  Who  is 
this  ?  And  the  multitude  said,  This  is  Jesus  the 
prophet  of  Nazareth  of  Galilee.  And  Jesus  went  into 
the  temple  of  God,  and  cast  out  all  them  that  sold  and 
bought  in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money  changers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold 
doves,  And  said  unto  them,  It  is  written,  My  house 
shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer ;  but  ye  have  made 
it  a  den  of  thieves.  Luke  xx.  1,  2. — Then  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  came  upon  him  with  the 
elders,  and  spake  unto  him,  saying,  Tell  us,  by  what 
authority  doest  thou  these  things  ?  or  who  is  he  that 
gave  thee  this  authority?  Mark  xi.  29. — And 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask  of 
you  one  question,  and  answer  me,  and  I  will  tell  you 
by  what  authority  I  do  these  things.  Luke  xx.  4-6. — 
The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ? 
And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying,  If  we 
shall  say,  From  heaven ;  he  will  say,  Why  then  be- 
lieved ye  him  not  ?  But  and  if  we  say,  Of  men ;  all 
the  people  will  stone  us  :  for  they  be  persuaded  that 
John  was  a  prophet.  Mat.  xxi.  27,  28. — And 
they  answered  Jesus,  and  said,  We  cannot  tell.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  author- 
ity I  do  these  things.  But  what  think  ye  ?  Mat. 
xxi.  33,  34. — There  was  a  certain  householder,  which 
planted  a  vineyard,  and  set  a  hedge  about  it,  and 
digged  a  place  for  the  winefat,  and  built  a  tower,  and 
let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went  into  a  far  coun- 
try. And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  drew  near, 
(Luke  xx.  10,)  he  sent  a  servant  to  the  husbandmen, 
that  they  should  give  him  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine- 
yard:  but  the  husbandmen  beat  him,  and  sent  him 
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away  empty.  Mark  xii.  4-6. — And  again  he  sent 
unto  them  another  servant;  and  at  him  they  cast 
stones,  and  wounded  him  in  the  head,  and  sent  him 
away  shamefully  handled.  And  again  he  sent  an- 
other; and  him  they  killed,  and  many  others  ;  beating 
some,  and  killing  some.  Having  yet  therefore  one 
son,  his  well  beloved,  (Luke  xx.  13-15,)  then  said 
the  lord  of  the  vineyard,  What  shall  I  do  ?  I  will 
send  my  beloved  son :  it  may  be  they  will  reverence 
him  when  they  see  him.  But  when  the  husbandmen 
saw  him,  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying, 
This  is  the  heir :  come,  let  us  kill  him,  that  the  inher- 
itance may  be  ours.  So  they  cast  him  out  of  the 
vineyard,  and  killed  him.  Mat.  xxi.  40-44. — When 
the  lord  therefore  of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what  will 
he  do  unto  those  husbandmen  ?  They  say  unto  him, 
He  will  miserably  destroy  those  wicked  men,  and  will 
let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  husbandmen,  which 
shall  render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons.  Jesus 
saith  unto  them,  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  Scriptures, 
The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is 
become  the  head  of  the  corner :  this  is  the  Lord's  do- 
ing, and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes  ?  Therefore  say 
I  unto  you,  The  kingdom  of  God  shall  be  taken  from 
you,  and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits 
thereof.  And  whosoever  shall  fall  on  this  stone  shall 
be  broken :  but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will 
grind  him  to  powder.  Mat.  xxiii.  37-39. — 0  Jeru- 
salem, Jerusalem,  thou  that  killest  the  prophets,  and 
stonest  them  which  are  sent  unto  thee,  how  often 
would  I  have  gathered  thy  children  together,  even  as 
a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye 
would  not !  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  des- 
olate. For  I  say  unto  you,  Ye  shall  not  see  me 
henceforth,  till  ye  shall  say,  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
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Mat.  xxi.  45,  46. — And  when  the  chief  priests 
and  Pharisees  had  heard  his  parables,  they  perceived 
that  he  spake  of  them.  But  when  they  sought  to  lay 
hands  on  him,  they  feared  the  multitude,  (Mark  xii. 
12,)  and  they  left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

Then  may  follow  a  short  address,  based  upon  the  portion  of  Scripture  read, 
after  which  the  congregation  shall  sing  a  hymn. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions. 

The  Congregation  shall  answer : 

He  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities. 

Minister. 

Let  us  love  him. 

Congregation. 

Because  he  first  loved  us. 

The  Minister  shall  offer  a  suitable  prayer,  after  which  the  service  may  con- 
clude with  a  Doxology  and  the  Benediction. 

Second  Service. 

WITH  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have  mercy  on 
thee,  saith  the  Lord  thy  Redeemer. — Isa.  liv.  8. 
He  that  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood, 
dwelleth  in  me,  and  I  in  him ;  he  hath  eternal  life, 
and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. — John  vi. 
54-56. 

XT  EAR  to  day  the  second  part  of  the  history  of  the 
-*--*-  Passion  of  our  Lord,  as  it  is  written  by  the  four 
Evangelists.  It  contains  the  account  of  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  passover ;  the  strife  among  the  disciples  as 
to  which  of  them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest, 
and  the  washing  of  the  apostles'  feet ;  the  pointing 
out  by  Jesus  of  the  traitor  and  his  warning  to  Peter ; 
and  closes  with  the  institution  of  the  holy  Supper. 
It  reads  thus : 
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Luke  xxii.  7-11. — Then  came  the  day  of  unleaven- 
ed bread,  when  the  passover  must  be  killed.  And  he 
sent  Peter  and  John,  saying,  Go  and  prepare  us  the 
passover,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ?  And  he  said  unto 
them,  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there 
shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  fol- 
low him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth  in.  And 
ye  shall  say  unto  the  goodman  of  the  house,  The 
Master  saith  unto  thee,  (Mat.  xxvi.  18,)  My  time  is 
at  hand ;  I  will  keep  the  passover  at  thy  house  with 
my  disciples.  Luke  xxii.  12. — And  he  shall  show 
you  a  large  upper  room  furnished :  there  make  ready. 
Mark  xiv.  16, 17. — And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and 
came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto 
them  :  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  Now  when 
the  even  was  come,  he  sat  down  with  the  twelve. 
Luke  xxii.  15-18. — And  he  said  unto  them,  With 
desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this  passover  with  you 
before  I  suffer :  For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  any 
more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom 
of  God.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
said,  Take  this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves  :  For 
I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new 
with  you  in  my  Father's  kingdom. 

Luke  xxii.  24-30. — And  there  was  also  a  strife 
among  them,  which  of  them  should  be  accounted  the 
greatest.  And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of  the 
Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them ;  and  they  that 
exercise  authority  upon  them  are  called  benefactors. 
But  ye  shall  not  be  so  :  but  he  that  is  greatest  among 
you,  let  him  be  as  the  younger ;  and  he  that  is  chief, 
as  he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he 
that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he  that  serveth  ?  is  not  he  that 
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sitteth  at  meat?  but  I  am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth.     Ye  are  they  which  have   continued  with 
me  in  my  temptations.     And  I  appoint  unto  you  a 
kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath  appointed  unto  me ;  that 
ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom, 
and  sit  on  thrones  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 
John  xiii.  2-17. — And  supper  being  ended,  the 
devil  having  now  put  into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot, 
Simon's  son,  to  betray  him ;  Jesus  knowing  that  the 
Father  had  given  all  things  into  his  hands,  and  that 
he  was  come  from  God,  and  went  to  God ;  he  riseth 
from  supper,  and  laid  aside  his  garments ;  and  took  a 
towel,  and  girded  himself.     After  that  he  poureth 
water  into  a  basin,  and  began  to  wash  the  disciples' 
feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  he 
was  girded.     Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter :  and 
Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet  ? 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  What  I  do  thou 
knowest  not  now;   but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter. 
Peter  saith  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet. 
Jesus  answered  him,  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast 
no  part  with  me.     Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord, 
not  my  feet  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my  head. 
Jesus  saith  to  him,  He  that*  is  washed  needeth  not 
save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit :  and 
ye  are  clean,  but  not  all.     For  he  knew  who  should 
betray  him ;  therefore  said  he,  Ye  are  not  all  clean. 
So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet,  and  had  taken  his 
garments,  and  was  set  down  again,  he  said  unto  them, 
Know  ye  what  I  have  done  to  you?     Ye  call  me 
Master  and  Lord  :  and  ye  say  well ;  for  so  I  am.     If 
I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your 
feet ;  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.     For 
I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I 
have  done  to  you.     Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his  lord ;  neither  he 
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that  is  sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him.     If  ye 
know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

John  xiii.  21,  22. — When  Jesus  had  thus  said,  he 
was  troubled  in  spirit,  and  testified,  and  said,  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  one  of  you  shall  betray 
me.  Then  the  disciples  looked  one  on  another,  doubt- 
ing of  whom  he  spake.  And  they  began  to  be  sor- 
rowful, and  to  say  unto  him  one  by  one,  Is  it  I  ?  and 
another  said,  Is  it  I  ?  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  It  is  one  of  the  twelve,  that  dippeth  with 
me  in  the  dish.  The  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it 
is  written  of  him :  but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the 
Son  of  man  is  betrayed  !  good  were  it  for  that  man  if 
he  had  never  been  born.  Mat.  xxvi.  25. — Then 
Judas,  which  betrayed  him,  answered  and  said, 
Master,  is  it  I  ?  He  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said. 
John  xiii.  23-30. — Now  there  was  leaning  on  Jesus' 
bosom  one  of  his  disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved.  Simon 
Peter  therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he  should  ask 
who  it  should  be  of  whom  he  spake.  He  then  lying 
on  Jesus'  breast  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  who  is  it? 
Jesus  answered,  He  it  is,  to  whom  I  shall  give  a  sop, 
when  I  have  dipped  it.  And  when  he  had  dipped  the 
sop,  he  gave  it  to  Judas  Iscariot,  the  son  of  Simon. 
And  after  the  sop  Satan  entered  into  him.  Then  said 
Jesus  unto  him,  That  thou  doest,  do  quickly.  .  Now 
no  man  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent  he  spake 
this  unto  him.  For  some  of  them  thought,  because 
Judas  had  the  bag,  that  Jesus  had  said  unto  him. 
Buy  those  things  that  we  have  need  of  against  the 
feast ;  or,  that  he  should  give  something  to  the  poor. 
He  then,  having  received  the  sop,  went  immediately 
out;  and  it  was  night.  Luke  xxii.  31-31. — And  the 
Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat ;  but  I 
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have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not :  and 
when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren. 
And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And  he  said,  I 
tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this  day, 
before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  know  est 
me. 

Mark  xiv.  22. — And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took 
bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them, 
and  said,  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body,  (Luke  xxii.  19,) 
which  is  given  for  you :  this  do  in  remembrance  of 
me.  1  Cor.  xi.  25. — After  the  same  manner  also  he 
took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  (Mat.  xxvi.  27,) 
and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink 
ye  all  of  it:  (1  Cor.  xi.  25,)  This  cup  is  the  new 
testament  in  my  blood,  (Luke  xxii.  20,)  which  is  shed 
for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins,  (1  Cor.  xi.  25,) 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
me.     Mark  xiv.  23. — And  they  all  drank  of  it. 

Mark  xiv.  26. — And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn, 
they  went  out  into  the  mount  of  Olives. 

Third  Service. 

T) RAISE  and  thanksgiving  be  unto  him,  who  gave 
-*-  himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from  all 
iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  people, 
zealous  of  good  works. — Tit.  ii.  14.  He  hath  an  un- 
changeable priesthood.  Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to 
save  them  to  the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by 
him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for 
them. — Heb.  vii.  24,  25. 

TIEAR  to-day  the  third  part  of  the  history  of  the 
-*"*-  Passion  of  our  Lord,  as  it  is  written  by  the  four 
Evangelists.     It  contains  Jesus'  intercessory  prayer, 
ii 
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his  agony  in  the  garden  of  Gethsemane,  and  his  being 
taken  captive. 
It  reads  thus : 

John  xvii. — These  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted 
up  his  eyes  to  heaven,  and  said,  Father,  the  hour  is 
come ;  glorify  thy  Son,  that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify 
thee :  as  thou  hast  given  him  power  over  all  flesh, 
that  he  should  give  eternal  life  to  as  many  as  thou 
hast  given  him.     And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they 
might  know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ 
whom  thou  hast  sent.     I  have  glorified  thee  on  the 
earth :  I  have  finished  the  work  which  thou  gavest 
me  to  do.     And  now,  0  Father,  glorify  thou  me  with 
thine  own  self  with  the  glory  which  I  had  with  thee 
before  the  world  was.     I  have  manifested  thy  name 
unto  the  men  which  thou  gavest  me  out  of  the  world  : 
thine  they  were,  and  thou  gavest  them  me ;  and  they 
have  kept  thy  word.     Now  they  have  known  that  all 
things  whatsoever  thou  hast  given  me  are  of  thee. 
Fori  have  given  unto  them  the  words  which  thou 
gavest  me ;  and  they  have  received  them,  and  have 
known  surely  that  I  came  out  from  thee,  and  they 
have  believed  that  thou  didst  send  me.     I  pray  for 
them  :  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  them  which 
thou  hast  given  me;  for  they  are  thine.     And  all 
mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine;  and  I  am  glorified 
in  them.     And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the  world,  but 
these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee.     Holy 
Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name  those  whom 
thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are. 
While  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them  in 
thy  name  :  those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept,  and 
none  of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition ;  that  the 
scripture  might  be  fulfilled.    And  now  come  I  to  thee  ; 
and  these  things  I  speak  in  the  world,  that  they  might 
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have  my  joy  fulfilled  in  themselves.  I  have  given 
them  thy  word ;  and  the  world  hath  hated  them,  be- 
cause they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of 
the  world.  I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldst  take  them 
out  of  the  world,  but  that  thou  shouldst  keep  them 
from  the  evil.  They  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am 
not  of  the  world.  Sanctify  them  through  thy  truth  : 
thy  word  is  truth.  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the 
world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  the  world. 
And  for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also 
might  be  sanctified  through  the  truth.  Neither  pray 
I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe 
on  me  through  their  word ;  that  they  all  may  be  one ; 
as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they 
also  may  be  one  in  us  :  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the  glory  which  thou 
gavest  me  I  have  given  them ;  that  they  may  be  one, 
even  as  we  are  one :  I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that 
they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one ;  and  that  the 
world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and 
hast  loved  them,  as  thou  hast  loved  me.  Father, 
I  will  that  they  also,  whom  thou  hast  given  me, 
be  with  me  where  I  am ;  that  they  may  behold  my 
glory,  which  thou  has  given  ine  :  for  thou  lovedst  me 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world.  0  righteous 
Father,  the  world  hath  not  known  thee :  but  I  have 
known  thee,  and  these  have  known  that  thou  hast 
sent  me.  And  I  have  declared  unto  them  thy  name, 
and  will  declare  it ;  that  the  love  wherewith  thou  hast 
loved  me  may  be  in  them,  and  I  in  them. 

John  xviii.  1. — When  Jesus  had  spoken  these 
words,  he  went  forth  with  his  disciples  over  the  brook 
Cedron.  Mark  xiv.  32. — And  they  came  to  a  place 
which  was  named  Gethsemane  :  (John  xviii.  1,)  where 
was  a  garden,  into  the  which  he  entered,  and  his  dis- 
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ciples.     Mat.  xxvi.  36—38. — And  he  said  unto  them, 
Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.     And  he 
took  with  him  Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee. 
and  began  to  be   sorrowful  and  very  heavy.     Then 
saith  he  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful 
even  unto  death :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me. 
Luke  xxii.  41. — And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
about  a  stone's  cast,  (Mat.  xxvi.  39-43,)  and  fell  on 
his  face,  and  prayed,  saying,  0  my  Father,  if  it  be 
possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from  me  :  nevertheless,  not 
as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt.     And  he  cometh  unto  the 
disciples,   and  findeth  them   asleep,  and  saith  unto 
Peter,  What,  could  ye  not  watch  with  me  one  hour  ? 
Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation : 
the  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 
He  went  away  again  the  second  time,  and  prayed, 
saying,  0  my  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass  away 
from  me,  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done.     And 
he  came  and  found  them  asleep  again :  for  their  eyes 
were  heavy,  (Mark  xiv.  40,)  neither  wist  they  what 
to  answer  him.     Mat.  xxvi.  44. — And  he  left  them, 
and  went  away  again,  and  prayed  the  third  time, 
(Luke  xxii.  42-46,)  saying,  Father,  if  thou  be  willing, 
remove  this  cup  from  me  :  nevertheless,  not  my  will, 
but  thine,  be  done.     And  there  appeared  an  angel 
unto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening  him.    And  being 
in  an  agony  he  prayed  more  earnestly :  and  his  sweat 
was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to 
the  ground.     And  when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and 
was  come  to  his  disciples,  he  found  them  sleeping  for 
sorrow,  and  said   unto    them,   (Mat.  xxvi.  45,  46,) 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  behold,  the  hour 
is  at  hand,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  sinners.    Rise,  let  us  be  going:  behold,  he  is 
at  hand  that  doth  betray  me. 
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Mat.  xxvi.  47,  48. — And  while  he  yet  spake,  lo, 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came,  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  of  the  people.  Now  he  that  betrayed 
him  gave  them  a  sign,  saying,  Whomsoever  I  shall 
kiss,  that  same  is  he  :  hold  him  fast.  John  xviii.  4-9. 
Jesus  therefore,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come 
upon  him,  went  forth,  and  said  unto  them,  Whom 
seek  ye  ?  They  answered  him,  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
Jesus  said  unto  them,  I  am  he.  And  Judas  also, 
which  betrayed  him,  stood  with  them.  As  soon  then 
as  he  had  said  unto  them,  I  am  he,  they  went  back- 
ward, and  fell  to  the  ground.  Then  asked  he  them 
again,  Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said,  Jesus  of 
Nazareth.  Jesus  answered,  I  have  told  you  that  I 
am  he  :  if  therefore  ye  seek  me,  let  these  go  their 
way :  that  the  saying  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he 
spake,  Of  them  which  thou  gavest  me  have  I  lost 
none.  Mat.  xxvi.  49. — And  forthwith  he  (Judas) 
came  to  Jesus,  and  said,  Hail,  Master;  and  kissed 
him.  Luke  xxii.  48-50. — But  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son  of  man  with  a  kiss  ? 
When  they  which  were  about  him  saw  what  would 
follow,  they  said  unto  him,  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with 
the  sword  ?  And  one  of  them,  (John  xviii.  10,)  Simon 
Peter,  having  a  sword,  drew  it,  and  smote  the  high 
priest's  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  The  ser- 
vant's name  was  Malchus.  Luke  xxii.  51. — And 
Jesus  touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him.  Mat.  xxvi. 
52-55. — Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  (Peter,)  Put  up 
again  thy  sword  into  his  place :  for  all  they  that  take 
the  sword  shall  perish  with  the  sword.  Thinkest 
thou  that  I  cannot  now  pray  to  my  Father,  and  he 
shall  presently  give  me  more  than  twelve  legions  of 
angels  ?  But  how  then  shall  the  Scriptures  be  ful- 
filled, that  thus  it  must  be  ?    In  that  same  hour  said

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Jesus  to  the  multitudes,  Are  ye  come  out  as  against 
a  thief  with  swords  and  staves  for  to  take  me  ?  I  sat 
daily  with  you  teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye  laid  no 
hold  on  me.  Luke  xxii.  53. — But  this  is  your  hour, 
and  the  power  of  darkness.  Mat.  xxvi.  56—58. — But- 
all  this  was  done,  that  the  scriptures  of  the  prophets 
might  he  fulfilled.  Then  all  the  disciples  forsook  him, 
and  fled.  And  they  that  had  laid  hold  on  Jesus  led 
him  away  to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  where  the 
scribes  and  the  elders  were  assembled.  But  Peter 
followed  him  afar  off  unto  the  high  priest's  palace. 

Fourth  Service. 

BEHOLD,  the  hour  cometh,  yea,  is  now  come,  that 
ye  shall  be  scattered  every  man  to  his  own,  and 
shall  leave  me  alone ;  and  yet  I  am  not  alone,  because 
the  Father  is  with  me. — John  xvi.  32.  Let  this  mind 
be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus;  he  humbled 
himself,  and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the 
death  of  the  cross. — Phil.  ii.  5,  8. 

TTEAR  to-day  the  fourth  part  of  the  history  of  the 
-*--*-  Passion  of  our  Lord.  It  contains  his  examina- 
tion before  Annas  and  Caiaphas ;  Peter's  denial ;  the 
departure  from  the  council,  and  the  remorse  of  Judas. 
It  reads  thus  : 

John  xviii.  12-14, 19-24.— Then  the  band  and  the 
captain  and  officers  of  the  Jews  took  Jesus,  and  bound 
him,  and  led  him  away  to  Annas  first ;  for  he  was 
father-in-law  to  Caiaphas,  which  was  the  high  priest 
that  same  year.  Now  Caiaphas  was  he,  which  gave 
counsel  to  the  Jews,  that  it  was  expedient  that  one 
man  should  die  for  the  people.  The  high  priest  then 
asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples,  and  of  his  doctrine.  Jesus 
answered  him,  I  spake  openly  to  the  world ;  I  ever 
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taught  in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple,  whither 
the  Jews  always  resort;  and  in  secret  have  I  said 
nothing.  Why  askest  thou  me  ?  ask  them  which 
heard  me,  what  I  have  said  unto  them :  behold,  they 
know  what  I  said.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken, 
one  of  the  officers  which  stood  by  struck  Jesus  with 
the  palm  of  his  hand,  saying,  Answerest  thou  the 
high  priest  so  ?  Jesus  answered  him,  If  I  have  spoken 
evil,  bear  witness  of  the  evil :  but  if  well,  why  smitest 
thou  me  ?  Now  Annas  had  sent  him  bound  unto 
Caiaphas  the  high  priest.  Mat.  xxvi.  57. — And  they 
that  had  laid  hold  on  Jesus  led  him  away  to  Caiaphas 
the  high  priest,  (Mark  xiv.  53,)  and  with  him  were 
assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  and  the 
scribes.  John  xviii.  15. — And  Simon  Peter  followed 
Jesus,  and  so  did  another  disciple  :  that  disciple  was 
known  unto  the  high  priest,  and  went  in  with  Jesus 
into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest.  Mat.  xxvi.  59- 
60. — Now  the  chief  priests,  and  elders,  and  all  the 
council,  sought  false  witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him 
to  death ;  but  found  none :  yea,  though  many  false 
witnesses  came,  yet  found  they  none ;  (Mark  xiv.  56,) 
their  witness  agreed  not  together.  Mat.  xxvi.  60, 
61. — At  the  last  came  two  false  witnesses,  and  said, 
This  fellow  said,  I  am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of 
God,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days.  Mark  xiv.  60,  61. 
— And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and 
asked  Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing?  what 
is  it  which  these  witness  against  thee  ?  But  he  held 
his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again  the  high 
priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  the 
Christ,  the  -Son  of  the  Blessed?  Mat.  xxvi.  63-68. 
— I  adjure  thee  by  the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us 
whether  thou  be  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said  :  nevertheless  I  say 
unto  you,  Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  Son  of  man  sit- 
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ting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the 
clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the  high  priest  rent  his 
clothes,  saying,  He  hath  spoken  blasphemy;  what 
further  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ?  behold,  now  ye 
have  heard  his  blasphemy.  What  think  ye  ?  They 
answered  and  said,  He  is  guilty  of  death.  Then  did 
they  spit  in  his  face,  and  buffeted  him ;  and  others 
smote  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands,  saying, 
Prophesy  unto  us,  thou  Christ,  Who  is  he  that  smote 
thee? 

John  xviii.  16,  17. — But  Peter  stood  at  the  door 
without.  Then  went  out  that  other  disciple,  which 
was  known  unto  the  high  priest,  and  spake  unto  her 
that  kept  the  door,  and  brought  in  Peter.  Then  saith 
the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  unto  Peter,  Art  not 
thou  also  one  of  this  man's  disciples  ?  He  saith,  I  am 
not ;  (Mat.  xxvi.  58,)  and  went  in,  and  sat  with  the 
servants,  to  see  the  end.  John  xviii.  18. — And  the 
servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who  had  made  a  fire 
of  coals,  for  it  was  cold;  and  they  warmed  themselves  : 
and  Peter  stood  with  them,  and  warmed  himself. 
Mark  xiv.  66,  67. — And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the 
palace,  there  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high 
priest :  and  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself,  she 
looked  upon  him,  and  said,  And  thou  also  wast  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Mat.  xxvi.  70. — But  he  denied 
before  them  all,  (Mark  xiv.  68,)  saying,  I  know  not, 
neither  understand  I  what  thou  sayest.  And  he  went 
out  into  the  porch ;  and  the  cock  crew.  Luke  xxii. 
59.  And  about  the  space  of  one  hour  after  another 
confidently  affirmed,  saying,  Of  a  truth  this  fellow 
also  was  with  him ;  for  he  is  a  Galilean.  John  xviii. 
26. — One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  being  his 
kinsman  whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith,  Did  not  I  see 
thee  in  the  garden  with  him?     Mat.  xxvi.  73,  74. — 
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And  after  a  while  came  unto  him  they  that  stood  by, 
and  said  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  also  art  one  of  them ; 
for  thy  speech  bewrayeth  thee.  Then  began  he  to 
curse  and  to  swear,  (Mark  xiv.  71,)  I  know  not  this 
man  of  whom  ye  speak.  Luke  xxii.  60. — And  imme- 
diately, while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew  (Mark.  xiv. 
72,)  the  second  time.  Luke  xxii.  61. — And  the  Lord 
turned  and  looked  upon  Peter.  Mark  xiv.  72. — And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me 
thrice.  Luke  xxii.  62 — And  Peter  went  out,  and 
wept  bitterly. 

Mat.  xxvii.  1. — When  the  morning  was  come,  all  the 
chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people  took  counsel 
against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death :  (Luke  xxii.  66  ; 
xxiii.  1 ;)  and  led  him  into  their  council,  saying,  art 
thou  the  Christ  ?  tell  us.  And  he  said  unto  them,  If 
I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe  :  and  if  I  also  ask  you, 
ye  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go.  Hereafter 
shall  the  Son  of  man  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
power  of  God.  Then  said  they  all,  Art  thou  then  the 
Son  of  God  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say  that  I 
am.  And  they  said,  What  need  we  any  further  wit- 
ness ?  for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  own  mouth. 
And  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  (Mark  xv. 
1,)  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  (John 
xviii.  28,)  from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of  judgment, 
(Mat.  xxvii.  2,)  and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate 
the  governor.  John  xviii.  28. — And  it  was  early; 
and  they  themselves  went  not  into  the  judgment  hall, 
lest  they  should  be  defiled  ;  but  that  they  might  eat 
the  passover. 

Mat.  xxvii.   3-10. — Then  Judas,  which  had   be- 
trayed him,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  condemned,  re-

pented  himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of 
silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have 
sinned  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood. 
And  they  said,  What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that. 
And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple, 
and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  himself.  And 
the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said,  It  is 
not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because 
it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And  they  took  counsel,  and 
bought  with  them  the  potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers 
in.  Wherefore  that  field  was  called,  The  field  of 
blood,  unto  this  day.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which 
was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying,  And 
they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him 
that  was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel 
did  value ;  and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the 
Lord  appointed  me. 


Fifth  Service. 

BUT  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities ;  the  chastisement 
of  our  peace  was  upon  him ;  and  with  his  stripes  we 
are  healed. — Isa.  liii.  5.  I  give  thee  charge  in  the 
sight  of  God,  who  quickeneth  all  things,  and  before 
Christ  Jesus,  who  before  Pontius  Pilate  witnessed  a 
good  confession;  that  thou  keep  this  commandment 
without  spot,  unrebukable,  until  the  appearing  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. — 1  Tim.  vi.  13,  14. 

HEAR  to-day  the  fifth  part  of  the  history  of  the 
Passion  of  our  Lord.     It  presents  Jesus  before 
Pilate  and  Herod ;  Pilate  causes  Jesus  to  be  scourged, 
but  desires  to  release  him ;  finally  he  releases  Barabbas 
and  delivers  Jesus  up  to  be  crucified. 
It  reads  thus  : 
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John  xviii.  29-32. — Pilate  then  went  out  unto 
them,  and  said,  What  accusation  bring  ye  against 
this  man  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  he 
were  not  a  malefactor,  we  would  not  have  delivered 
him  up  unto  thee.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  them,  Take 
ye  him,  and  judge  him  according  to  your  law.  The 
Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  It  is  not  lawful  for  us 
to  put  any  man  to  death :  that  the  saying  of  Jesus 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake,  signifying  what 
death  he  should  die.  Luke  xxiii.  2. — And  they  began 
to  accuse  him,  saying,  We  found  this  fellow  perverting 
the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute  to  Cesar, 
saying  that  he  himself  is  Christ  a  king.  John  xviii. 
33-38. — Then  Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment  hall 
again,  and  called  Jesus,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou 
the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  Jesus  ansAvered  him,  Sayest 
thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or  did  others  tell  it  thee  of 
me  ?  Pilate  answered,  Am  I  a  Jew  ?  Thine  own 
nation  and  the  chief  priests  have  delivered  thee  unto 
me :  what  hast  thou  done  ?  Jesus  answered,  My 
kingdom  is  not  of  this  world  :  if  my  kingdom  were  of 
this  world,  then  would  my  servants  fight,  that  I  should 
not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews  :  but  now  is  my  kingdom 
not  from  hence.  Pilate  therefore  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  a  king  then  ?  Jesus  answered,  Thou  sayest  that 
I  am  a  king.  To  this  end  was  I  born,  and  for  this 
cause  came  I  into  the  world,  that  I  should  bear  wit- 
ness unto  the  truth.  Every  one  that  is  of  the  truth 
heareth  my  voice.  Pilate  saith  unto  him,  What  is 
truth?  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  went  out 
again  unto  the  Jews,  and  saith  unto  them,  I  find  in 
him  no  fault  at  all.  Mat.  xxvii.  12-14. — And  when 
he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  he  an- 
swered nothing.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest 
thou  not  how  many  things  they  witness  against  thee  ? 
And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word ;  insomuch 
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that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly.  Luke  xxiii.  5. — 
And  they  were  the  more  fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up 
the  people,  teaching  throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning 
from  Galilee  to  this  place. 

Luke  xxiii.  6-16. — When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee, 
he  asked  whether  the  man  were  a  Galilean.  And  as 
soon  as  he  knew  that  he  belonged  unto  Herod's  juris- 
diction, he  sent  him  to  Herod,  who  himself  also  was 
at  Jerusalem  at  that  time.  And  when  Herod  saw 
Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad :  for  he  was  desirous  to 
see  him  of  a  long  season,  because  he  had  heard  many 
things  of  him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in  many 
words ;  but  he  answered  him  nothing.  And  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused  him. 
And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him  at  nought, 
and  mocked  him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe, 
and  sent  him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day 
Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends  together ;  for 
before  they  were  at  enmity  between  themselves. 
And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief 
priests  and  the  rulers  and  the  people,  said  unto  them. 
Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me,  as  one  that  per- 
verteth  the  people;  and,  behold,  I  having  examined  him 
before  you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him :  no,  nor  yet 
Herod  :  for  I  sent  you  to  him ;  and,  lo,  nothing  worthy 
of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will  therefore  chastise 
him,  and  release  him. 


Mat.  xxvii.  15, 16. — Now  at  that  feast  the  governor 
was  wont  to  release  unto  the  people  a  prisoner,  whom 
they  would.  And  they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner, 
called  Barabbas,  (Luke  xxiii.  25,)  that  for  sedition 
and  murder  was  cast  into  prison.     Mark  xv.  8,  9. — 
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And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began  to  desire  him 
to  do  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them.     But  Pilate 
answered  them,  saying,  (Mat.  xxvii.  17,  18,)  Whom 
will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus 
which  is  called  Christ  ?    Mark  xv.  10. — For  he  knew 
that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him  for  envy. 
Mat.  xxvii.  19. — When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judg- 
ment seat,  his  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Have  thou 
nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man :  for  I  have  suffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  him. 
Mark  xv.  11,  12. — But  the  chief  priests  moved  the 
people,  that  he  should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto 
them.     And    Pilate    answered    and    said  again  unto 
them,  What  will  ye   then  that  I   shall  do  unto  him 
whom  ye  call  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?    Luke  xxiii. 
21,  22. — But  they  cried,  saying,  Crucify  him,  crucify 
him.     And  he  said  unto  them  the  third  time,  Why, 
what  evil  hath  he  done  ?    I  have   found  no  cause  of 
death  in  him  :  I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  let 
him  go.    Mark  xv.  14. — And  they  cried  out  the  more 
exceedingly,  Crucify  him.    Luke  xxiii.  23. — And  the 
voices  of  them  and   of  the   chief  priests   prevailed. 
John  xix.  1. — Then  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and 
scourged  him.     Mark  xv.  16. — And  the  soldiers  led 
him  away  into  the  hall,  called  Pretorium ;  and  they 
call  together  the  whole  band.     Mat.  xxvii.  28,  29. — 
And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe. 
And  when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they 
put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand : 
and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked  him, 
saying :   (John  xix.  3-12,)  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews ! 
and  they  smote  him  with  their  hands.     Pilate  there- 
fore went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them,  Behold,  I 
bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find 
no  fault  in  him.     Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the 
crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe.     And  Pilate 
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saith  imto  them.  Behold  the  man  !  When  the  chief 
priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out, 
saying,  Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him :  for  I  find  no 
fault  in  him.  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a 
law,  and  by  oar  law  he  ought  to  die.  because  he  made 
himself  the  Son  of  God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard 
that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid ;  and  went  again 
into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence 
art  thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then 
saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ? 
knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee, 
and  have  power  to  release  thee  ?  Jesus  answered, 
Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me,  ex- 
cept it  were  given  thee  from  above  :  therefore  he  that 
delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And 
from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him. 


John  xix.  12-15. — But  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying, 
If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Cesar's  friend : 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  against 
Cesar.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he 
brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment 
seat  in  a  place  that  is  called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the 
Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  preparation  of 
the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour  :  and  he  saith 
unto  the  Jews,  Behold  }rour  King  !  But  they  cried 
out,  Away  with  him,  away  with  him,  crucify  him. 
Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ? 
The  chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no  king  but 
Cesar.  Mat.  xxvii.  24-26. — When  Pilate  saw  that 
he  could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was 
made,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his  hands  before 
the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of 
this  just  person  :  see  ye  to  it.  Then  answered  all  the 
people,  and  said,  His  blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our  chil- 
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dren.  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them :  and 
when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered  him  to  be 
crucified. 

Sixth  Service. 

T>  EHOLD  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the 
-*-*  sin  of  the  world. — John  i.  29.  Who  his  own  self 
bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,  that  we, 
being  dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto  righteousness :  by 
whose  stripes  ye  were  healed. — 1  Pet.  ii.  24. 

TXEAR  to-day  the  sixth  part  of  the  history  of  the 
-"--*■'  Passion  of  our  Lord.  It  presents  to  us,  Jesus 
going  to  Golgotha  to  be  crucified,  and  his  crucifixion 
and  death. 

It  reads  thus  : 

Mat.  xxvii.  27,  31. — Then  the  soldiers  of  the  gov- 
ernor took  Jesus,  and  took  the  robe  off  from  him,  and 
put  his  own  raiment  on  him,  and  led  him  away  to 
crucify  him.  Luke  xxiii.  32.— And  there  were  also 
two  others,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to  be  put  to 
death.  John  xix.  17. — And  he  bore  his  cross.  Mat. 
xxvii.  32. — And  as  they  came  out,  they  found  a  man 
of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name  :  him  they  compelled  to 
bear  his  cross ;  (Luke  xxiii.  26-31 ;)  and  on  him 
they  laid  the  cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 
And  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of  people, 
and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 
But  Jesus  turning  unto  them  said,  Daughters  of  Jeru- 
salem, weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and 
for  your  children.  For,  behold,  the  days  are  coming, 
in  the  which  they  shall  say,  Blessed  are  the  barren, 
and  the  wombs  that  never  bare,  and  the  paps  which 
never  gave  suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to 
the  mountains,  Fall  on  us;  and  to  the  hills,  Cover 
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us.     For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree,  what 
shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ? 

Mat.  xxvii.  33. — And  when  they  were  come  unto 
a  place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a  place  of  a 
skull,  (Mark  xv.  23,)  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine 
mingled  with  myrrh  :  but  he  received  it  not.  There 
they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.  Luke  xxiii. 
34. — Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them;  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do.  Mark  xv.  25. — And  it  was 
the  third  hour.  John  xix.  19-24. — And  Pilate  wrote  a 
title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  the  writing  was, 
JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of  the  Jews  ;  for 
the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the 
city  :  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and 
Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to 
Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  but  that  he 
said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered,  What 
I  have  written  I  have  written.  Then  the  soldiers, 
when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his  garments, 
and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ;  and 
also  his  coat :  now  the  coat  was  without  seam,  woven 
from  the  top  throughout.  They  said  therefore  among 
themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it, 
whose  it  shall  be  :  that  the  scripture  might  be  ful- 
filled, which  saith,  They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Mat.  xxvii.  36. — 
And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there;  (Luke 
xxiii.  35 ;)  and  the  people  stood  beholding.  John 
xix.  25-27. — Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus 
his  mother,  and  his  mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of 
Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene.  When  Jesus  there- 
fore saw  his  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  by.

whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman, 
behold  thy  son !  Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple,  Be- 
hold thy  mother  !  And  from  that  hour  that  disciple 
took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

Mat.  xxvii.  39. — And  they  that  passed  by  reviled 
him,  wagging  their  heads,  (Mark  xv.  29.  30,)  and 
saying,  Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself.  Matt,  xxvii. 
40-44. — If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from 
the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking 
him,  with  the  scribes  and  elders,  said,  He  saved  others ; 
himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the  King  of  Israel, 
let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will 
believe  him.  He  trusted  in  God ;  let  him  deliver  him 
now,  if  he  will  have  him :  for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son 
of  God.  The  thieves  also,  which  were  crucified  with 
him,  cast  the  same  in  his  teeth.  Luke  xxiii.  39-43. 
— And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged 
railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself 
and  us.  But  the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  say- 
ing, Dost  not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the 
same  condemnation  ?  And  we  indeed  justly ;  for  we 
receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds  :  but  this  man 
hath  done  nothing  amiss.  And  he  said  unto  Jesus, 
Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy  king- 
dom. And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  paradise. 

Luke  xxiii.  44,  45. — And  it  was  about  the  sixth 
hour,  and  there  was  a  darkness  over  all  the  earth 
until  the  ninth  hour.  And  the  sun  was  darkened. 
Mat.  xxvii.  46. — And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabach- 
thani  ?  that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast 
thou  forsaken  me  ?     Mark  xv.   35. — And   some  of 
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them  that  stood  by.  when  they  heard  it,  said,  Behold, 
he  calleth  Elias.  John  xix.  28,  29. — After  this, 
Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accomplished, 
that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst. 
Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar.  Mat. 
xxvii.  48,  49. — And  straightway  one  of  them  ran, 
and  took  a  sponge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink.  The  rest 
said,  Let  be,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to 
save  him.  John  xix.  30. — When  Jesus  therefore  had 
received  the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished.  Luke 
xxiii.  46. — And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  he  said,  Father,  into  thy  hands  I  commend  my 
spirit :  and  having  said  thus,  (John  xix.  30,)  he  bowed 
his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

Mat.  xxvii.  51-54. — And,  behold,  the  vail  of  the 
temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom ; 
and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent ;  and  the 
graves  were  opened ;  and  many  bodies  of  the  saints 
which  slept  arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves  after 
his  resurrection,  and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  ap- 
peared unto  many.  Mark  xv.  39. — And  when  the 
centurion,  which  stood  over  against  him,  saw  that  he 
so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  (Luke  xxiii.  47,) 
he  glorified  God,  saying,  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous 
man.  Mark  xv.  39. — Truly  this  man  was  the  Son 
of  God.  Mat.  xxvii.  54.  Now  when  they  that  were 
with  him,  watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and 
those  things  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  say- 
ing, Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God.  Luke  xxiii.  48. 
— And  all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight, 
beholding  the  things  which  were  done,  smote  their 
breasts,  and  returned. 
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Seventh  Service. 

\  ND   his   rest   shall   be    glorious.- — Isa.    xi.    10. 

-^-  Worthy  is  the  lamb  that  was  slain  to  receive 
power  and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  strength,  and 
honor,  and  glory,  and  blessing. — Rev.  v.  12. 

jTTEAR  to-day  the  close  of  the  history  of  the  Passion 
-*— *-  of  our  Lord.  It  presents  to  us  the  piercing  of 
Jesus  side,  the  burial,  and  the  placing  a  watch  over 
the  grave. 

It  reads  thus  : 

Luke  xxiii.  49. — And  all  his  acquaintance,  and 
the  women  that  followed  him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar 
off,  beholding  these  things.  Mat.  xxvii.  56. — Among 
which  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joses,  and  Salome  the  mother  of  Zebe- 
dee's  children.  Mark  xv.  41. — Who  also,  when  he 
was  in  Galilee,  followed  him,  and  ministered  unto  him ; 
and  many  other  women  which  came  up  with  him  unto 
Jerusalem. 

John  xix.  31-37. — The  Jews  therefore,  because 
it  was  the  preparation,  that  the  bodies  should  not  re- 
main upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath  day,  (for  that 
sabbath  day  was  a  high  day,)  besought  Pilate  that 
their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they  might  be 
taken  away.  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the 
legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified 
with  him.  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw 
that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake  not  his  legs  : 
but  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced  his  side, 
and  forthwith  came  there  out  blood  and  water.  And 
he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true ;  and 
he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe. 
For  these  things  were  done,  that  the  scripture  should 
be  fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken.    And 
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again  another  scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  him 
whom  they  pierced. 

Mat.  xxvii.  57. — When  the  even  was  come,  there 
came  a  rich  man,  (Mark  xv.  43,)  Joseph  of  Arimathea, 
an  honorable  counsellor,  which  also  waited  for  the 
kingdom  of  God,  (Luke  xxiii.  50,  51.)  and  he  was  a 
good  man,  and  a  just :  The  same  had  not  consented 
to  the  counsel  and  deed  of  them :  (John  xix.  38,) 
being  a  disciple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the 
Jews.  Mark  xv.  43-46. — And  he  came,  and  went 
in  boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  craved  the  body  of  Jesus. 
And  Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were  already  dead :  and 
calling  unto  him  the  centurion,  he  asked  him  whether 
he  had  been  any  while  dead.  And  when  he  knew  it 
of  the  centurion,  he  gave  the  body  to  Joseph.  And 
he  bought  fine  linen,  and  took  him  down.  John  xix. 
39-41. — And  there  came  also  Nicodemus,  (which  at 
the  first  came  to  Jesus  by  night,)  and  brought  a  mix- 
ture of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  a  hundred  pounds 
weight.  Then  took  they  the  body  of  Jesus,  and 
wound  it  in  linen  clothes  with  the  spices,  as  the  man- 
ner of  the  Jews  is  to  bury.  Now  in  the  place  where 
he  was  crucified  there  was  a  garden ;  and  in  the  gar- 
den a  new  sepulchre,  (Mat.  xxvii.  60,)  which  he  had 
hewn  out  in  the  rock :  (Luke  xxiii.  53,)  wherein 
never  man  before  was  laid.  John  xxix.  42. — There 
laid  they  Jesus  therefore  because  of  the  Jews'  pre- 
paration day;  (Mat.  xxvii.  60,  61,)  and  rolled  a  great 
stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed. 
And  there  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary, 
sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre,  (Luke  xxiii.  55,  56,) 
and  beheld  the  sepulchre,  and  how  his  body  was  laid. 
And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  oint- 
ments ;  and  rested  the  sabbath  day  according  to  the 
commandment. 
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Mat.  xxvii.  62-66. — Now  the  next  day,  that  fol- 
lowed the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief  priests 
and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate,  saying,  Sir, 
we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was 
yet  alive,  After  three  days  I  will  rise  again.  Com- 
mand therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made  sure  until 
the  third  day,  lest  his  disciples  come  by  night,  and 
steal  him  away,  and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen 
from  the  dead :  so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than 
the  first.  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Ye  have  a  watch : 
go  your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can.  So  they 
went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone, 
and  setting  a  watch,

TO^  Baptism  of  Infants. 

Baptism  should  be  administered  in  the  Church,  in  the  presence  of  the  congrega- 
tion ;  it  may,  however,  be  administered  privately.  Parents  may  present  their 
child  for  Baptism ;  or  they  may  appoint  others  as  Sponsors.  The  Minister  shall 
see  that  the  Sponsors  are  members  of  the  Church,  and  do  not  live  in  open  sin. 
Should  the  Parents  not  be  members  of  a  christian  congregation,  he  shall  admonish 
them  to  become  such.  The  Minister  shall  enter  the  names  of  the  Parents,  of  the 
Child,  and  of  the  Sponsors,  with  the  date  of  its  birth  and  Baptism,  in  the  Church 
Record.  At  the  Baptism  the  following  order  shall  be  observed:  The  Parents 
or  Sponsors,  shall  present  the  Child  at  the  Font,  and  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

DEARLY  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  con- 
ceived and  born  in  sin ;  and  our  Saviour  Christ 
saith,  Except  a  man  be  born  again  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God ;  I 
beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  goodness  and  mercy,  he 
would  receive  this  child,  by  baptism,  into  the  Church 
of  the  Redeemer,  and  make  it  a  living  member  of  the 
same.     And  forasmuch  as  this  child  promises,  by  you 
its  sureties,  to  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works, 
to  believe  in  God  and  to  serve  him ;  you  must  remem- 
ber that  it  is  your  bounden  duty  to  see  that  it  be 
taught,  so  soon  as  it  shall  be  able  to  learn,  what  a 
solemn  promise  you  have  made  in  its  name.     And 
that  it  may  know  these  things  the  better,  you  should 
admonish  it  to  give  due  heed  to  the  instruction  given 
in  Church  and  at  school,  and  to  all  those  things  which 
a  christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  soul's 
salvation ;  and  that  thus  this  child  may  be  virtuously 
brought  up  to  lead  a  godly  and  a  christian  life  ;  re- 
membering always  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto 
us  our  profession ;  which  is,  to  follow  the  example  of 
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our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be  made  like  unto  him. 
For  as  many  of  us  as  have  been  baptized,  have  put 
on  Christ,  that  like  as  he  died  for  us  and  rose  again, 
so  should  we  die  daily  unto  sin  and  rise  again  unto 
righteousness. 
Let  us  pray  : 

A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  the  Father  of 
-"-  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  we  call  upon  thee  for 
this  child,  and  beseech  thee  to  bestow  upon  it  the 
gift  of  thy  Baptism  and  thine  everlasting  grace  by  the 
washing  of  regeneration.  Receive  it,  0  Lord,  as  thou 
hast  promised  by  thy  well-beloved  Son,  saying  :  Ask, 
and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find  ; 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you.  So  give  now 
unto  us  who  ask ;  let  us  who  seek,  find ;  open  the 
gate  unto  us  who  knock ;  that  this  child  may  enjoy 
the  everlasting  benediction  of  thy  heavenly  washing, 
and  may  come  to  the  eternal  kingdom  which  thou 
hast  promised  by  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

TTEAR  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St. 
-*"*-  Mark,  in  the  tenth  chapter,  at  the  thirteenth 
verse. 

rpHEY  brought  }^oung  children  to  Jesus,  that  he 
-*-  should  touch  them;  and  his  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it, 
he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them,  Suffer 
the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  king- 
dom of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 
And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon 
them,  and  blessed  them. 

Then  the  Minister,  laying  his  right  hand  on  the  head  of  the  Child,  shall  pray  : 
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/^iUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven ;  Hallowed  be  thy 
^/  name  ;  Thy  kingdom  come ;  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven ;  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread ;  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us ;  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil ;  For  thine  is 
the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen. 

The  Minister  shall  then  demand  of  the  Parents  or  Sponsors,  as  follows  : 

r^O  you,  in  the  name  of  this  child,  renounce  the 
-*-^  devil,  and  all  his  works,  and  all  his  ways  ?  Then 
answer,  Yes. 

Do  you  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth  ? 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son,  our  Lord;  Who 
was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  Born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary ;  Suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  Was  crucified, 
dead,  and  buried  ;  He  descended  into  hell ;  The  third 
day  he  rose  again  from  the  dead  ;  He  ascended  into 
heaven,  And  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the 
Father  Almighty ;  From  thence  he  shall  come  to 
judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  ? 

Do  you  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  The  holy  Chris- 
tian Church,  the  Communion  of  Saints ;  The  forgive- 
ness of  sins ;  The  Resurrection  of  the  body ;  And  the 
life  everlasting  ?     Then  answer,  Yes. 

Do  you  desire  that  this  child  should  be  baptized  in 
this  Faith,  and  do  you  promise  to  use  your  endeavors 
that  it  may  be  trained  up  in  the  religion  of  Christ  ? 
Then  answer,  Yes. 

Baptism  is  not  simply  water,  but  it  is  the  water 
comprehended  in  God's  command,  and  connected  with 
God's  word. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  ask  : 

How  shall  the  child  be  named  ? 
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Then  shall  he  baptize  it,  saying : 

N.  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

A  suitable  verse  may  then  be  sung.     Then  shall  the  Minister  say  the  following  : 

~\T7"E  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful  Father, 
*  *  that  in  holy  Baptism  thou  hast  received  and 
adopted  this  child  as  thine  own,  regenerated  it  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  and  incorporated  it  into  thy 
holy  Church.  And  we  humbly  beseech  thee  to  grant, 
that  it  being  dead  unto  sin,  may  live  unto  righteous- 
ness. May  it  be  buried  with  Christ,  by  Baptism,  into 
his  death ;  that  as  it  is  made  partaker  of  the  death  of 
thy  dear  Son,  it  may  also  be  partaker  of  his  glorious 
resurrection ;  so  that  finally,  with  the  residue  of  thy 
holy  Church,  it  may  be  an  heir  of  thine  everlasting 
kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 
Amen.

F\  EARLY  Beloved,  we  learn  from  the  word  of  God, 
-■^  and  from  the  testimony  of  our  own  lives,  that  all 
men  are  conceived  and  born  in  sin,  and  that  we  must 
all  assuredly  perish,  except  our  blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour,  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  deliver  us 
from  our  sins  and  guilt.

-^-  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you ;  and  lo,  I 
am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
In  like  manner  he  says  :  (Mark  xvi.  16,)  He  that 
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believeth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 

In  accordance  with  this  command  of  our  Lord  Jesus, 
this  person  has  been  instructed  in  the  saving  doctrines 
of  the  gospel,  and  now  desires,  by  holy  Baptism  to 
be  incorporated  into  the  Church  of  Christ.  Forasmuch 
then  as  we  do  not  doubt  that  it  is  right  that  his  desire 
should  be  granted,  let  us  pray  that  God  would  bestow 
upon  him  everlasting  life.

temptation ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil ;  For  thine  is 
the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever 
and  ever. 

Then  shall  the  Congregation  with  the  Person  to  be  baptized  say  : 

Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  Person  to  be  baptized : 

rjlHE  Lord  preserve  thy  going  out  and  thy  coming 
-*-    in,  from  this  time  forth,  and  even  for  evermore. 

The  Minister  shall  then  demand  of  the  Person  to  be  baptized  as  follows  :

The  Person  baptized  now  standing  up,  the  Minister  shall  say : 

DEARLY  Beloved  in  Christ  Jesus,  seeing  that  it 
has  pleased  a  merciful  God  to  receive  unto  him- 
self, in  holy  Baptism,  this  our  Brother,  let  us  render 
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praise  and  thanksgiving  unto  him,  and  with  one  accord 
beseech  him,  that  he  would  continue  his  fatherly  bless- 
ing to  him,  and  to  us,  unto  the  end  of  our  lives. 
Let  us  pray : 

A  LMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God  and  Father, 
-"-  we  yield  thee  most  hearty  thanks  that  thou  dost 
graciously  preserve  and  extend  thy  Church,  and  that 
thou  hast  caused  this  thy  servant  to  be  born  again  in 
holy  Baptism,  to  be  incorporated  into  thy  dear  Son 
our  Lord  and  only  Saviour,  and  to  become  thy  child 
and  an  heir  of  thy  heavenly  grace.  We  do  most 
humbly  beseech  thee  that  thou  wouldst  keep  him,  and 
all  of  us  who  have  been  baptized,  in  steadfast  con- 
tinuance in  thy  grace,  so  that  here  on  earth  we  may 
lead  truly  godly  lives,  according  to  thy  good-pleasure 
and  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  thy  holy  name,  and  in 
the  end  may  receive  the  promised  inheritance  in 
heaven,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  ever 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
world  without  end.

Confirmation  should  take  place  in  the  Church,  in  the  presence  of  the  con- 
gregation. Only  when  by  reason  of  sickness,  or  other  causes,  this  is  impossible, 
can  it  be  administered  privately. 

The  Minister,  standing  before  the  Altar,  shall  say  :

The  Congregation  shall  answer  :- 

And  with  thy  spirit !

Let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us ; 
and  establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us ! 

Congregation. 

Yea  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  thou  it ! 

Minister. 

PV EARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord  !  You  see  here  pre- 
-*-^  sent  those  who  in  holy  Baptism  were  received  by 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  made  members  of  his  holy 
Church.  In  accordance  with  our  Lord's  command, 
they  have  been  instructed  in  the  word  of  God,  and 
led  to  the  knowledge  of  his  will,  and  of  his  gracious 
gospel ;  and  they  now  desire  to  be  confirmed.  It  is 
their  hearty  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  enjoyment  of 
all  those  blessings  which  the  Lord  bestows  upon  his 
Church,  and  by  partaking  of  his  holy  supper  to  be 
brought  into  the  most  intimate  union  with  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  They  desire  publicly  to 
confess  their  Christian  Faith,  and  for  themselves  to 
renew  and  ratify  the  promises  made  for  them  by  their 
Sponsors  in  holy  Baptism.  Let  us  therefore  beseech 
Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  in  the  name  of 
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our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  that  he  would  confirm  them, 
so  strengthening  them  by  the  grace  of  his  Holy  Spirit, 
that  they  may  be  kept  in  the  true  faith,  and  in  purity 
and  holiness  of  life,  steadfast  unto  the  end. 

(~\  LORD  God,  most  merciful  Father,  who  dost  re- 
^-^  ceive  children  into  thy  kingdom,  and  dost  esteem 
their  souls  precious  in  thy  sight ;  wre  beseech  thee,  of 
thy  great  goodness  ;  that  thou  wouldst,  by  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  so  bless  and  govern  these  persons  consecrated 
to  thee  in  holy  Baptism,  that  they  may  make  a  good 
confession  of  thy  name,  that  they  may  ever  live  in  the 
communion  of  thy  Church,  in  true  faith  and  obedience 
to  thy  gospel,  and  that  they  may  continue  steadfast 
in  the  covenant  of  thy  grace  unto  the  end ;  through 
Jesus  Christ,  thy  dear  Son,  our  Lord.

2.  Do  you  believe  in  the  Triune  God,  Father,  Son, 
and  Holy  Ghost ;  and  are  you  resolved  to  live  in  fel- 
lowship with  him,  and  to  attain  to  the  blessed  liberty 
of  the  true  followers  of  Christ.     Then  answer  : 

Yes,  we  believe. 

3.  Will  you  remain  faithful  to  the  doctrines  of  our 
Lord  Jesus,  according  to  the  confession  of  our  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church,  and  will  you  render  a  con- 
scientious obedience  thereto  until  death  ?  Then  answer : 

Yes,  we  ivill,  by  the  help  of  God. 

The  Catechumens  shall  then  kneel,  and  the  Minister  laying  his  right  hand  on 
the  head  of  each,  shall  say  one  of  the  following  sentences:

Receive  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  protect  and  defend  you 
against  all  evil,  to  strengthen  and  help  you  in  all  good  ; 
from  the  merciful  hand  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

PREPARATORY    TO    THE 


CELEBRATION  OF  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER. 

The  General  Confession  shall  begin  with  an  appropriate  Hymn,  after  which 
shall  follow  prayer  and  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures.  The  Minister  shall  then 
exhort  those  who  intend  to  commune  to  careful  self-examination,  and  to  humble 
and  hearty  confession ;  immediately  after  which  exhortation  he  shall  demand  of 
them  as  here  followeih : 

T^V EARLY  Beloved.  I  ask  you,  before  the  omnis- 
-*-^  cient  God,  and  upon  the  evidence  of  your  own 
conscience : 

1.  Whether  you  are  truly  sensible,  and  with  con- 
trite hearts  acknowledge  and  lament,  not  only  that 
you  are  by  nature  sinners,  but  that  you  have  in  vari- 
ous ways,  by  the  omission  of  duty,  and  by  sinful 
thoughts,  desires,  words,  and  actions,  grieved  and 
offended  the  Lord  your  God  and  Saviour,  and  that 
you  have  deserved  that  he  should  banish  you  from 
his  presence  and  condemn  you  to  everlasting  punish- 
ment ? 

If  this  be  your  sincere  conviction,  confess  it  by 
saying :  Yes. 

Congregation . — Yes . 

2.  I  ask  you :  Whether  you  truly  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  has  come  into  the  world  to  save  sinners, 
and  that  all  who  believe  in  his  name  do  receive  the 
forgiveness  of  their  sins  ?  Is  it,  therefore,  your  fervent 
desire  to  be  delivered  from  your  sins  and  guilt ;  and 
are  you  persuaded  that  our  heavenly  Father  is  will- 
ing, for  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  to  be  gracious  unto  you, 
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to  forgive  you  all  your  sins,  to  cleanse  you  from  all 
unrighteousness,  and  to  sanctify  you  unto  himself? 

If  this  be  your  sincere  belief,  confess  it  by  saying : 
Yes. 

Congregation. — Yes. 

3.  I  ask  you :  Whether  you  are  fully  resolvejl 
henceforth  to  submit  yourselves  to  the  gracious 
direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  so  you  may  ever- 
more strive  to  hate  and  forsake  all  manner  of  evil,  to 
walk  circumspectly  before  God,  and  daily  to  grow  in 
holiness  of  heart  and  life  ? 

If  this  be  your  serious  purpose,  answer,  Yes. 

Congregation. — Yes. 

Then,  all  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  say  the  Confession,  as  here  follow eth  : 

WE,  poor  sinners,  confess  unto  thee,  0  God,  our 
heavenly  Father,  that  we  have  grievously,  and 
in  various  ways,  sinned  against  thee;  not  only  by  out- 
ward and  gross  sin,  but  by  inward  blindness  of  heart, 
unbelief,  doubt,  despondency,  impatience,  pride,  sel- 
fishness, carnal  lusts,  avarice,  envy,  hatred  and  malice, 
and  by  other  sinful  passions,  which  are  naked  and 
open  in  thy  sight,  0  Lord,  but  which  we  cannot  fully 
understand,  or  confess  unto  thee.  But  we  do  sin- 
cerely repent,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our 
misdoings,  and  we  fervently  implore  thy  forgiveness 
and  favor,  through  thy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ ;  being 
firmly  resolved,  by  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to 
amend  our  sinful  lives.  To  this  end,  0  God,  do  thou, 
of  thy  great  goodness,  bestow  thy  Holy  Spirit  abun- 
dantly upon  us.  And  especially  prepare  us  now  for 
the  worthy  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  so  that 
eating  of  that  bread,  and  drinking  of  that  cup,  we  may 
be  strengthened  in  faith  and  obedience  toward  thee, 
and  in  active  charity  toward  our  brethren  of  mankind. 

Then  shall  the  Congregation  say : 
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Lord  God,  the  Father  in  heaven,  have  mercy  upon  us ! 
Lord  God,  the  Son,  Redeemer   of  the  world,  have 

mercy  upon  us ! 
Lord  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and 

grant  us  thy  peace  !     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  pronounce  the  Absolution  with  the  Retention. 

TPON  this  humble  confession  which  you  have  now 
^  made,  by  virtue  of  my  office  as  a  Minister  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  declare  unto  all  who  do  truly 
repent  and  heartily  believe  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  are 
sincerely  resolved  to  amend  your  sinful  lives,  the 
forgiveness  of  all  your  sins  :  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  on  the  authority  of  the 
word  of  God,  and  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  I  declare  unto  all  who  are  impenitent,  the 
hypocritical  as  well  as  the  openly  wicked,  that  so 
long  as  you  continue  in  your  impenitence,  God  will 
not  forgive  you  your  sins,  but  will  retain  them  against 
you,  and  will  assuredly  punish  you  for  your  iniquities 
in  the  end;  except  you  repent  before  your  day  of 
grace  be  ended,  except  you  sincerely  renounce  and 
forsake  all  your  evil  ways  and  come  unto  Christ  in 
true  penitence  and  faith;  which  we  fervently  pray 
you  may  do  ere  it  be  too  late. 

May  God  have  mercy  upon  every  one  of  us,  pardon 
and  deliver  us  from  all  our  sins,  confirm  and  strengthen 
us  in  all  goodness,  and  finally  bring  us  to  everlasting 
life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

The  service  is  then  concluded  by  the  singing  of  a  Hymn  and  the  Benediction. 
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IV. 

ihe  (Srdtr  of  Jttarriage. 

DEARLY  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  marriage  was  in- 
stituted by  God  himself,  and  is  honorable  in  all, 
it  becomes  those  who  would  enter  into  this  estate  duly 
to  weigh  what  the  Scripture  saith  concerning  it.  Let 
us,  therefore,  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  for  the  instruc- 
tion, admonition,  and  comfort  of  these  persons  here 
present,  hear  some  portions  of  Scripture  thereto  per- 
taining. ^ 

In  the  second  chapter  of  Genesis  we  read  : 

"  The  Lord  God  said,  It  is  not  good  that  the  man 
should  be  alone ;  I  will  make  a  help  meet  for  him. 
Therefore  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  his  mother, 
and  shall  cleave  unto  his  wife  ;  and  they  shall  be  one 
flesh." 

Hear  also  the  Lord's  command  concerning  this 
estate.  St.  Paul  writes,  (Ephes.  v.  25,)  "Husbands, 
love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  Church, 
and  gave  himself  for  it.  So  ought  men  to  love  their 
wives  as  their  own  bodies ;  he  that  loveth  his  wife 
loveth  himself.  For  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own 
flesh  ;  but  nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it ;  even  as  the 
Lord  the  Church.  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto 
your  own  husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  hus- 
band is  the  head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the 
head  of  the  Church.  Therefore,  as  the  Church  is  sub- 
ject unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their  own  hus- 
bands in  every  thing." 

But  you  should  also  remember,  that  by  reason  of 
our  manifold  sins,  God  has  appointed  that  those  who 
enter  into  this  estate  should  also  bear  the  cross.   You 
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cannot  therefore  expect  always  to  enjoy  prosperity ; 
days  of  adversity  will  also  come ;  but  if  you  fear  God 
and  keep  his  commandments,  he  will  not  forsake  you. 
He  will  strengthen  and  keep  you  in  every  time  of 
need,  and  comfort  you  in  all  your  sorrows. 

Having  now  been  shown  what  the  word  of  God 
teaches  concerning  Marriage,  I  exhort  you  diligently 
to  consider  the  same,  and  to  strive  to  conform  your 
lives  thereto. 

As  no  impediments  have  been  shown,  why  you  may 
not  be  lawfully  joined  together  in  matrimony;  I  ask 
you,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  these  witnesses  : 

"1VT  DO  you  take  this  woman  to  your  wedded  wife, 
-^  •  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  holy 
estate  of  matrimony.  Will  you  love  her,  comfort  her, 
honor  and  keep  her,  as  a  faithful  christian  husband  is 
bound  to  do,  in  health  and  in  sickness,  in  prosperity 
and  in  adversity  ;  and  forsaking  all  others,  keep  you 
only  unto  her,  so  long  as  you  both  shall  live  ? 
Answer,  Yes. 

"VT  DO  you  take  this  man  to  your  wedded  husband, 
-^  '  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  holy 
estate  of  matrimony ;  Will  you  love  him,  comfort  him, 
honor  and  keep  him,  as  a  faithful  christian  wife  is 
bound  to  do,  in  health  and  in  sickness,  in  prosperity 
and  in  adversity ;  and  forsaking  all  others,  keep  you 
only  unto  him,  so  long  as  you  both  do  live  ? 
Answer,  Yes. 

The  parties  shall  now  join  their  right  hands,  when  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

WHAT  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put 
asunder.  Forasmuch  as  N.  and  N.  have  con- 
sented together  in  holy  wedlock,  and  have  witnessed 
the  same  before  God  and  this  company,  I  pronounce 
that  they  are  man  and  wife,  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 
Let  us  pray. 
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A  LMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God,  who  didst 
^"-  institute  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony,  and  in 
thy  good  providence  dost  permit  these  thy  servants 
to  enter  into  the  same ;  we  render  thee  most  hearty 
thanks  for  this  thy  goodness  :  and  we  beseech  thee  to 
grant  them  thy  grace,  that  they  may  lead  a  truly 
christian  and  godly  life,  in  accordance  with  the  teach- 
ings of  thy  holy  word.  Let  thy  heavenly  blessing 
abide  upon  them,  that  they  may  be  defended  from  all 
temptations  to  sin,  and  be  kept  from  all  danger  and 
harm.  Remove  from  them  all  discord  and  conten- 
tion ;  strengthen  them  to  constant  fidelity  and  sincere 
affection  towards  each  other;  and  preserve  them,  with 
all  thy  true  folloAvers,  in  steadfastness  of  faith,  in  the 
knowledge  of  thy  dear  Son,  and  in  patience  under 
trials  to  the  end  of  their  lives  ;  for  the  sake  of  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  ever  one  God. 
Amen. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven ;  Hallowed  be  thy 
name  ;  Thy  kingdom  come ;  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven ;  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread ;  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us ;  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil ;  For  thine  is 
the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen.

The  Minister  should  address  the  sick  person,  explaining  the  nature  and  design 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  the  state  of  soul  requisite  to  a  worthy  reception  of  the 
same.  He  may  then  use  the  Order  of  Confession  and  Absolution,  and  of  the 
Holy  Communion  as  before  given,  with  such  alterations  as  the  circumstances 
require,  or  he  may  use  the  following  Order : 

The  Lord  be  with  you ! 
T3ELOVED  Brother  {Sister,)  in  Christ !  You  desire 
-"-*  to  receive  the  Holy  Supper  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  for  the  comfort  and  strengthening  of  your  soul. 
You  should  come  to  this  Sacrament  with  a  due  sense 
of  the  vanity  of  all  earthly  things,  of  which  your 
sickness  forcibly  reminds  you ;  with  serious  reflections 
on  the  hour,  (perhaps  near  at  hand,)  of  your  depar- 
ture from  this  world ;  and  with  solemn  thoughts  of 
that  eternity  toward  which  we  are  hastening.  In 
order  that  you  may  worthily  partake  of  this  Sacra- 
ment to  your  profit,  be  mindful  of  the  exhortation  of 
the  Apostle  :  "  Let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let 
him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup."  Re- 
member also  the  words,  "  If  we  say  that  we  have  no 
sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 
But  if  we  confess  our  sins,  God  is  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness." Draw  nigh  therefore  to  God  with  an 
humble  and  penitent  heart,  and  beseech  him  to  grant 
you  his  grace  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  and  confess 
your  sins  unto  him,  saying  : 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  my  heavenly  Father,  I  come 
^-^-  before  thee  deeply  humbled  on  account  of  my 
manifold  sins.  I  will  confess  them  unto  thee  with 
sincere  sorrow  and  heartfelt  penitence ;  and  I  desire 
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to  find  peace  for  my  soul,  through  faith  in  thy  dear 
Son,  whom  thou  hast  delivered  up  to  suffer  and  die 
that  he  might  redeem  the  world.  0  sanctify  unto  me 
this  memorial  of  his  atoning  death  which  I  desire  now 
to  keep.  0  God  of  all  mercy,  grant,  and  seal  unto 
me  the  blessed  assurance  that  thou  wilt  not  remember 
my  sins  against  me ;  but  for  the  sake  of  my  dear  Sa- 
viour, vouchsafe  unto  me  the  forgiveness  of  all  my 
sins,  and  let  thy  fatherly  mercy  be  upon  me.  It  is 
my  serious  purpose  to  serve  thee  with  filial  gratitude 
and  faithfulness,  and  to  do  and  suffer  thy  holy  will 
to  the  end  of  my  days.  Do  thou  graciously  strengthen 
me,  by  thy  mighty  power,  in  carrying  this  purpose 
into  effect.  0  God,  my  hope  is  in  thee;  have  mercy 
upon  me,  and  give  me  thy  peace.     Amen. 

In  order  that  you  may  yourself  confirm  this  con- 
fession ;  I  ask  you  : 

Do  you  humbly  acknowledge  and  heartily  lament 
your  sins  ?  Do  you  believe  that  God,  your  merciful 
Father,  will,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  your  Saviour, 
pardon  all  your  offences  ?  And  are  you  resolved, 
should  God  prolong  your  days,  to  lead  the  residue  of 
your  life  in  his  fear  and  to  his  glory  ?  Then  declare  it 
before  the  Omniscient  God  by  saying :   Yes. 

According  to  your  faith  be  it  unto  you.  By  com- 
mand of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  announce  unto  you 
the  divine  promise  of  the  forgiveness  of  all  your  sins  ; 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

Let  us  now,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  in 
accordance  with  his  institution,  consecrate  this  bread 
and  wine,  and  truly  keep  his  holy  Supper. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  proceed  as  in  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
saying  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  words  of  Institution,  after  which  he  shall  say : 

LAMB  of  God,  who  though  most  innocent,  wast 
slain  upon  the  cross;  who  didst  patiently  and 
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meekly  bear  the  contradiction  of  sinners,  and  the 
cruelty  of  thy  enemies ;  except  thou  haclst  borne  our 
sins,  we  must  for  ever  despair ;  have  mercy  upon  us, 
0  Christ. 

DEAR  Brother !  (Sister,)  come  now  to  this  gracious 
Supper,  and  be  made  one  with  your  Lord  and 
Saviour ;  and  may  you  receive  from  him,  by  virtue 
of  such  blessed  union,  peace  of  conscience,  patience 
under  affliction,  steadfastness  in  the  hour  of  death, 
and  the  foretaste  of  everlasting  happiness.  Look 
upon  him,  who  though  unseen  is  present  with  us, 
and  in  whom  all  the  promises  of  God  are  yea  and 
amen.  Behold,  he  standeth  at  the  door  of  your 
heart  and  knocketh,  if  you  will  hear  his  voice  and 
open  the  door,  he  will  come  in  to  you,  and  will  sup 
with  you  and  you  with  him. 

The  Distribution  shall  then  follow  as  in  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Communion 
before  given.     The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

TVLESS  the  Lord,  0  my  soul ;  and  all  that  is  within 
-L*  me,  bless  his  holy  name.  Bless  the  Lord,  0 
my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  his  benefits ;  who  for- 
giveth  all  thine  iniquities ;  who  healeth  all  thy  dis- 
eases ;  who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction ;  and 
who  crowneth  thee  with  loving-kindness  and  tender 
mercies.  0  God,  my  heavenly  Father,  I  thank  thee 
that  thou  hast  refreshed  me  with  the  holy  Supper  of 
my  Saviour.  What  am  I,  that  thou  dost  esteem  me 
worthy  to  receive  so  precious  a  seal  of  thy  grace. 
The  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh,  I  will  live  by 
the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave 
himself  for  me.  With  confident  faith  I  commend  my 
soul  to  thee,  most  merciful  God,  my  Creator.  Thou 
wilt  not  forsake  me  while  I  live  in  this  world ;  thou 
wilt  in  mercy  remember  all  my  household ;  and  when 
my  last  hour  shall  come,  thou  wilt  redeem  me  from 
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all  evil,  and  bring  me  to  thy  heavenly  kingdom. 
Cause  now  this  heavenly  food  so  to  strengthen  and 
keep  me,  in  faith  and  love,  in  patience  and  hope,  that 
I  may  with  childlike  trust  submit  to  thy  fatherly  will, 
give  praises  to  thy  holy  name  even  under  trials  and 
sufferings,  and  living  or  dying,  continue  thine  for  ever 
in  body  and  soul,  through  Jesus  Christ,  my  Saviour. 
Amen. 

The  Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee ; 

The  Lord  make  his  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be 
gracious  unto  thee. 

The  Lord  lift  up  his  countenance  upon  thee,  and 
give  thee  peace.     Amen.

The  order  of  the  parts  of  the  Burial  Service  may  be  varied  as  circumstances 
require.  At  the  house  of  the  deceased,  if  the  Service  is  begun  there,  or  at  the 
place  of  Burial,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

T  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord : 
-!-  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live :  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in 
me,  shall  never  die. 

We  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain 
we  can  carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord  gave,  and  the 
Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the 
Lord. 

Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from 
henceforth :  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest 
from  their  labors ;  and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

If  the  Service  is  begun  at  the  house  of  the  deceased,  a  verse  may  now  be  sung, 
after  which  the  Minister  may  say  : 

ET  us  now  attend  the  mortal  remains  of  our  de- 
-*■**  ceased  brother,  [sister,  child,]  in  christian  order, 
to  their  last  resting  place. 

If  an  address  is  made  at  the  grave,  it  may  now  follow.  The  Minister,  standing 
at  the  grave,  shall  then  say: 

IVTAN,  that  is  born  of  woman,  is  of  few  days,  and 
^J-  full  of  trouble.  He  cometh  forth  like  a  flower, 
and  is  cut  down :  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow,  and  con- 
tinueth  not. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death  :  of  whom  may 
we  seek  for  succor,  but  of  thee,  0  Lord,  who  for  our 
sins  art  justly  displeased  ? 

Yet,  0  Lord  God  most  holy,  0  Lord  most  mighty,

0  holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into 
the  bitter  pains  of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts  ;  shut 
not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayers ;  but  spare  us, 
Lord  most  holy,  0  God  most  mighty,  0  holy  and 
merciful  Saviour,  thou  most  worthy  Judge  eternal, 
suffer  us  not,  at  our  last  hour,  for  any  pains  of  death, 
to  fall  from  thee. 

After  the  corpse  is  laid  in  the  grave  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

"FORASMUCH  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in 
-*-  his  wise  providence,  to  take  out  of  this  world  the 
soul  of  our  deceased  brother,  (sister,)  we  therefore 
commit  his  (her)  body  to  the  ground ;  earth  to  earth, 
ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust ;  in  the  sure  and  certain 
hope  of  the  resurrection  to  eternal  life,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  change  our  vile  body, 
that  it  may  be  like  unto  his  glorious  body,  and  receive 
us  into  his  eternal  kingdom. 

If  the  Burial  Service  is  to  be  continued  and  ended  in  the  Church,  a  portion  of 
a  Hymn  shall  be  sung,  when  the  Minister  shall  say  one  or  more  of  the  Collects  here 
following,  after  which  all  shall  go  to  the  Church.  The  following  Scripture  Les- 
sons are  suitable  to  be  read  in  the  church;  1  Thess.  iv.  13-18.  1  Cor.  xv.  20-57. 
2  Cor.v.  1-10.  Rev.  vii.  9-17.  Jobxix.  25-27.  Psalms  xxxi.,  xxxiv.,  xxxix.,  xlii. 
Ixxi.,  Ixxiii,  xc,  cxxxix.  John  v.  24-29.  vi.  37-40.  xi.  1-44.  Luke  vii.  11-25. 
Mat.  ix.  18-25. 


OGOD,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  hast  taught  us  by 
thy  holy  Apostle,  not  to  be  sorry,  as  men  without 
hope,  for  those  who  sleep  in  Jesus  ;  mercifully  grant 
unto  us,  that  after  this  life,  we  may  be  received,  with 
all  those  who  are  departed  in  the  true  faith,  into  thy 
everlasting  glory;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

rvEAR  Brethren :  You  have  been  duly  elected  by 
■U  the  members  of  this  Church  as  its  officers.  As 
your  brethren  have  thus  shown  that  they  confide  in 
your  readiness  to  discharge  with  fidelity  the  offices  to 
which  you  have  been  chosen,  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  themselves,  and  consistent  with  your  christian  ob- 
ligations, and  so  as  you  will  desire  to  have  done  when 
God  shall  call  you  to  your  last  account,  I  now  ask 
your  attention  to  a  brief  statement  of  your  official 
duties. 

I.  The  duties  of  Elders  are  these : 

1.  They  shall  set  before  the  Church  a  truly  chris- 
tian example. 

2.  They  shall  take  care  that  evangelical  doctrine 
and  christian  discipline  are  maintained  and  perpetuated 
in  the  Church. 

3.  They  shall  visit  the  schools  of  the  Church  from 
time  to  time,  and  see  that  good  order  is  observed  in 
them,  and  that  the  children  are  properly  instructed. 

4.  When  discord  and  controversies  arise,  they  shall 
endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  reconcile  the  parties 
concerned,  and  to  restore  peace. 

5.  If  the  Pastor  desire  it,  they  shall  accompany 
him  in  his  visits  to  the  sick. 

6.  They  shall  see  that  all  the  temporal  affairs  of 
the  Church  are  duly  attended  to  and  administered, 
and  aid  in  the  execution  of  any  measures  adapted  to 
promote  its  well-being. 
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II.   The  duties  of  Deacons  are  these : 

1.  They  shall  set  the  Church  an  example  of  a  truly 
christian  life. 

2.  They  shall  render  all  necessary  aid  in  the  ser- 
vices of  the  sanctuary,  and  especially  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

3.  They  shall  take  up  all  collections  in  the  Church, 
and  pay  the  sums  collected  to  the  Treasurer,  as  often 
as  he  may  consider  it  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
Church. 

4.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  see,  that  according  to 
Christ's  command,  the  minister  of  the  Church  be  pro- 
perly supported.  And  lastly,  that  all  things  connected 
with  the  public  worship  of  God,  be  done  decently  and 
in  order. 

III.   The  duties  of  Trustees,  if  the  Congregation  have 
such  officers,  are  these  : 

1.  They  shall  endeavor,  by  the  help  of  God,  to  set 
their  own  household  and  the  Congregation,  a  worthy 
example  by  their  Christian  walk  and  conversation. 

2.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  property  of  the 
congregation  is  not  injured  or  destroyed,  and  that  the 
Church  building  is  kept  in  good  repair. 

3.  They  shall  see  that  the  deeds,  and  other  import- 
ant papers  of  the  Church,  are  carefully  preserved. 

4.  That  the  debts  of  the  Church,  if  it  have  any, 
are  diminished  and  removed,  in  the  manner  most  con- 
sistent with  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

"VTOU  have  thus  heard,  my  brethren,  what  are  the 
-*-  duties  that  pertain  to  your  respective  offices.  In 
order  that  the  congregation  may  be  certified  of  your 
willingness  to  perform  them  to  the  best  of  your  ability, 
you  will  now  in  the  presence  of  God  make  known  this 
your  willingness  by  saying:  I 'will. 
Let  us  pray. 
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["  ORD  Jesus  Christ,  who  art  the  chief  Shepherd 
*-r  and  Bishop  of  that  flock  which  thou  hast  pur- 
chased with  thy  blood,  we  thank  thee  that  thou  hast 
established  thy  Church  upon  the  earth,  and  that  amidst 
many  persecutions  and  violent  assaults,  thou  hast 
hitherto  protected  it  against  the  gates  of  hell,  and 
more  and  more  extended  it  among  men.  We  thank 
thee  that  we  also  have  been  born  within  this  Church, 
and  been  invited  through  thy  gospel  to  the  blessed- 
ness of  communion  with  thee  ;  that  we  are  in  the  en- 
joyment of  the  means  of  grace,  and  of  the  operations 
of  thy  Holy  Spirit.  We  thank  thee  that  thou  con- 
tinuest  to  dispose  men  to  labor  in  thy  Church,  and 
faithfully  to  provide  for  its  temporal  and  its  spiritual 
welfare.  Blessed  Saviour,  it  is  the  Church  which 
thou  hast  purchased  with  thy  blood.  Continue  to 
bless  and  preserve  it  we  beseech  thee  ;  and  let  thy 
word  dwell  in  thy  people  richly  in  all  wisdom,  and 
make  it  powerful  to  carry  on  thy  work  of  grace  in 
our  souls.  Vouchsafe  thy  grace  and  favor  unto  these 
brethren  who  have  been  duly  elected  to  important 
offices  in  this  Church,  and  who  are  now  before  thee, 
in  order  to  take  upon  them  the  solemn  responsibilities 
of  their  several  stations.  Enlighten  and  guide  them 
by  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  they  may  know  thy  mind, 
and  that  their  services  to  the  Church  may  redound  to 
its  good  and  to  thy  praise.  Fill  their  hearts  with 
love  to  thee,  to  thy  word,  and  to  their  brethren  whom 
they  are  to  instruct  by  their  example,  and  to  aid  by 
their  counsels  and  their  active  services ;  that  so,  ever 
seeking  help  from  thee  by  faith,  they  may  with 
alacrity  and  cheerfulness,  perform  the  duties  of  the 
several  offices  to  which  they  have  been  set  apart. 
Hear,  0  Lord,  and  answer  our  prayers,  for  the  sake 
of  that  love  wherewith  thou  lovest  us.     Amen. 

The  Minister,  giving  his  right  hand  to  each,  shall  say : 
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WISH  you  the  blessing  and  guidance  of  God  in 
-*-  the  exercise  of  your  office.  May  the  Lord  direct 
and  assist  you  by  his  Holy  Spirit ;  may  he  counsel 
and  strengthen  you  in  all  your  undertakings,  and  en- 
courage you  to  labor  diligently  for  the  prosperity  of 
this  Church,  and  to  fulfill  with  fidelity  your  respec- 
tive duties.  And  be  assured  that  he  who  is  faithful 
and  just  to  reward  those  who  serve  him  with  upright- 
ness and  fidelity,  will  bless  your  labors,  and  grant  you 
in  time  and  eternity,  a  recompense,  according  to  his 
great  goodness.     Depart  in  peace. 

The  Minister,  turning  now  to  those  who  are  going  out  of  office,  shall  say  : 

ADDRESS  myself  to  you,  dear  brethren,  who  are 
-■-  now  retiring  from  office,  and  tender  you  the  thanks 
of  the  congregation,  for  the  faithfulness  and  zeal  which 
you  have  manifested  in  its  service.  That  the  Lord 
may  bless  and  reward  you,  is  the  sincere  wish  and 
prayer  of  us  all.

Ordination  usually  takes  place  before  the  assembled  Synod,  but  should  any 
Congregation  desire  that  its  Minister  be  ordained  in  the  Church  where  he  is 
called  to  serve,  and  be  willing  to  bear  the  costs,  the  request  should  be  granted. 
If  the  Officers  of  Synod  cannot  attend  the  Ordination,  the  President  shall  appoint 
a  Committee  for  this  purpose.  A  sermon  on  the  office  of  the  ministry  should  be 
preached ;  if  this  cannot  be  done,  an  address  at  the  Altar  should  precede  the 
Ordination. 

After  the  sermon,  a  Hymn  of  invocation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  should  be  sung. 
At  the  close  of  the  Hymn,  the  Ordaining  Minister  and  the  Assistants  shall  go  to 
the  Altar,  and  the  persons  to  be  ordained  shall  stand  before  it.  The  Ordaining 
Minister  shall  say  : 

IN  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

Or  this : 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  love  of 
God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  be  with 
you  all. 

V\  EARLY  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  the  Lord,  of  his 
-*-^  great  goodness,  has  called  these  Christian  brethren 
here  present,  to  be  Ministers  of  his  Church,  we  have 
assembled,  that  in  accordance  with  apostolic  usage, 
we  may  ordain  and  consecrate  them,  by  the  laying  on 
of  hands,  and  prayer.  Before  we  proceed  to  this 
solemn  act  of  consecration,  we  will  set  before  you, 
dear  brethren  in  the  Lord,  what  the  Scriptures  teach 
concerning  the  office  of  those,  who  are  called  to  be 
faithful  preachers  of  the  word,  and  to  have  the  care  of 
souls,  that  ye  may  know  how  to  approve  yourselves  as 
servants  that  need  not  be  ashamed  before  the  Lord, 
the  chief  Shepherd  of  his  sheep. 
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Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  after  his  resurrection,  said 
to  his  disciples,  (John  xx.  21,)  Peace  be  unto  you : 
as  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. 

When  he  was  about  to  ascend  into  heaven,  he  said 
unto  them,  (Mat.  xxviii.  18,)  All  power  is  given  unto 
me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore,  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you :  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

And  when  he  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens_, 
that  he  might  fill  all  things ;  he  gave  some,  apostles ; 
and  some,  prophets;  and  some,  evangelists;  and  some, 
pastors  and  teachers ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints, 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ.     (Eph.  iv.  10.) 

Therefore  the  office  of  the  ministry  of  reconcilia- 
tion, the  office  of  the  Spirit  whose  work  it  is  to  justify, 
to  renew,  and  to  save,  was  instituted  by  the  Lord 
himself.  Not  that  they  are  sufficient  of  themselves 
to  hold  this  Office  of  the  New  Testament,  but  their 
sufficiency  is  of  God.  They  are  ambassadors  for 
Christ;  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by  them;  and 
they  have  received  from  God  a  ministration  of  exceed- 
ing glory. 

They  should  therefore  adorn  their  ministry  in  all 
things,  as  St.  Paul  the  apostle  writes  to  Timothy  and 
Titus.  A  bishop  must  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one 
wife;  one  that  ruleth  well  his  own  house,  having  his 
children  in  subjection  with  all  gravity ;  (for  if  a  man 
know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  house,  how  shall  he  take 
care  of  the  Church  of  God?)  not  self-willed,  not  soon 
angry,  vigilant,  sober,  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not 
greedy  of  filthy  lucre,  of  good  behavior,  temperate,  just, 
holy,  given  to  hospitality,  a  lover  of  good  men,  not  a 
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brawler,  not  covetous,  but  patient,  not  a  novice,  lest 
being  lifted  up  with  pride  he  fall  into  the  condemnation 
of  the  devil,  apt  to  teach,  holding  fast  the  faithful  word 
as  he  hath  been  taught,  that  he  may  be  able  by  sound 
doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to  convince  the  gainsayers. 
Moreover,  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  which 
are  without ;  lest  he  fall  into  reproach  and  the  snare 
of  the  devil.  He  must  be  an  example  of  the  believers, 
in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith, 
in  purity.  He  must  give  attendance  to  reading,  to 
exhortation,  to  doctrine ;  and  not  neglect  the  gift  that 
is  in  him,  which  was  given  him  by  prophecy,  with  the 
laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery.  He  must 
meditate  upon  these  things,  and  give  himself  wholly 
to  them ;  that  his  profiting  may  appear  to  all.  He 
must  take  heed  unto  himself,  and  unto  the  doctrine, 
and  continue  in  them  :  for  in  so  doing  he  shall  both 
save  himself  and  them  that  hear  him.  The  same 
blessed  apostle  has  briefly  set  forth  all  these  things 
in  his  charge  to  the  elders  at  Ephesus,  Acts  xx.  28, 
where  he  says:  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves, 
and  to  all  the  flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  Church  of  God, 
which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 

From  all  these  things  ye  learn  to  how  high  a  dignity, 
and  to  how  weighty  an  Office  and  charge,  ye  are  call- 
ed ;  and  that  it  is  most  certainly  true,  what  the  apostle 
saith :  If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  a  bishop,  he  de- 
sire th  a  good  work.  Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office 
and  work  is  of  so  great  difficulty,  and  ye  are  not  able 
of  yourselves  faithfully  to  fulfill  it,  so  as  shall  be  well 
pleasing  to  God,  and  to  the  edification  of  the  Church ; 
we  exhort  you  to  put  your  trust  in  the  almighty  grace 
of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  and  to  comfort  yourselves 
with  his  help.  They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall 
renew  their  strength.     And  he  who  has  promised  to 
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be  with  us  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world, 
will  uphold  you,  and  prosper  you,  in  that  whereunto  he 
has  sent  you.  And  may  he,  whose  strength  is  made 
perfect  in  our  weakness,  now  give  you  grace,  with 
pure  lips,  and  sincere  hearts,  to  make  that  confession 
which  the  Church  has  authorized  us  to  ask  of  you. 
To  this  end  lift  up  your  hearts  unto  God,  and  say :

Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  world  without  end. 

The  Congregation  shall  say : 

Amen. 

The  Ordaining  Minister  shall  then  say  to  the  persons  ordained: 

GO  then,  and  feed  the  flock  of  God  which  is  among 
you,  taking  the  oversight  thereof,  not  by  constraint 
but  willingly;  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind ; 
not  as  being  lords  over  God's  heritage,  but  being  en- 
samples  to  the  flock.  And  when  the  chief  Shepherd 
shall  appear,  ye  shall  receive  a  crown  of  glory  that 
fadeth  not  away.  The  Lord  bless  you  from  on  high, 
and  make  you  a  blessing  unto  many,  that  you  may 
bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  may  remain  unto 
eternal  life. 

The  persons  ordained  shall  say : 

Amen. 

Then  shall  be  sung  a  Hymn  of  praise  and  thanksgiving. — If  the  Lord's  Supper 
is  administered,  it  shall  now  begin  at  the  words  of  Institution. — If  there  is  no 
communion,  the  services  shall  close  with  the  Benediction. — //'  the  Ordination 
takes  place  in  the  Congregation  of  the  person  ordained  he  shall  not  preach  at  that

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If  the  Minister  who  is  to  be  installed  preaches  on  the  occasion,  the  Installation 
should  precede  the  sermon.  But  if  the  President  of  the  Ministerium,  or  another 
Minister  appointed  by  him,  preaches,  the  Installation  should  follow  the  sermon. 
The  officiating  Minister  shall  begin  the  regular  Sunday  Morning  Service,  proceed- 
ing as  far  as  the  Collect  for  the  day,  after  which,  or  instead  of  it,  he  shall  say 
the  Collect  here  following : 

Let  us  pray. 
TV/TO  ST  merciful  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who 
■*"-  hast  commanded  us  by  the  mouth  of  thy  dear 
Son,  that  we  should  pray  thee  to  send  forth  laborers 
into  thy  harvest ;  we  earnestly  beseech  thee  to  send 
unto  us  continually  true  teachers  and  ministers  of  thy 
word,  and  so  to  enlighten  their  minds  with  the  know- 
ledge of  thy  truth,  that  they  may  faithfully  make 
known  the  whole  counsel  of  thy  will ;  that  we  being 
admonished,  enlightened,  nourished,  comforted,  and 
strengthened  by  thy  heavenly  and  everlasting  word, 
may  in  this  present  world  do  those  things  which 
please  thee,  and  finally  come  to  the  enjoyment  of  eter- 
nal life  ;  through  Jesus  Christ,  thy  Son,  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Then  shall  the  following  Scripture  Lessons  be  read  instead  of,  or  after,  the 
Epistle  and  Gospel  for  the  day:  I  Tim.  in.  1-7.  vi.  3-21.  Acts  xx.  28-31. 
John  xx.  21-23.  If  the  Minister  installed  preaches,  now,  if  not,  at  the  close  of 
the  sermon,  the  officiating  Minister  standing  at  the  Altar  shall  say  : 

TN  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
-■-  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

BELOVED  brethren,  members  of  this  christian 
Church: — We  have  been  duly  authorized  to 
install  as  your  Pastor  and  Teacher,  N.  N.  our  esteemed 
brother  and  fellow  laborer  in  the  service  of  our  Lord 
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Jesus  Christ.  Although  we  do  not  doubt  that  the 
Congregation  have  fully  concurred  in  his  election,  it 
becomes  us  nevertheless  to  pay  due  regard  to  church 
order.  Therefore,  before  we  proceed  to  this  Installa- 
tion, we  desire  to  be  duly  certified  by  the  Congregation, 
through  its  council,  that  you  have  chosen  this  brother 
to  be  your  Pastor. 

This  may  vow  be  done  according  to  previous  arrangement,  either  by  the  delivery 
to  the  officiating  Minister  of  a  written  call,  or  by  the  oral  declaration  of  one  or 
more  of  the  Church-council  appointed  for  this  purpose.  Then  shall  the  officiating 
Minister  say : 

TX7E  now  proceed  with  pleasure  to  discharge  the 
*  »   duty  entrusted  to  us,  and  request  our  brother  to 
present  himself  before  the  Altar. 

The  Minister  to  be  installed  now  presents  himself  before  the  Altar  ;  he  should 
be  accompanied  by  the  members  of  the  Church-council. 

T3ECEIVE  then,  dear  brother,  the  holy  Office  to 
-*-^  which  you  have  been  duly  chosen  by  this  christian 
Congregation.  Receive  it  with  its  privileges  and 
its  responsibilities.  We  all  entertain  the  confident 
hope  that  you  will  discharge  its  duties  with  conscien- 
tious fidelity,  in  the  sight  of  God  and  of  men.  You 
will  preach  the  word  of  the  Lord  in  its  purity,  from  a 
heart  animated  by  faith,  and  administer  his  ordin- 
ances with  pure  hands.  You  will  persevere  in  your 
inquiries  after  truth,  and  aim  to  render  every  acquisition 
of  knowledge  conducive  to  the  end  of  your  office.  While 
you  seek  to  become  all  things  to  all  men,  you  will 
make  it  the  great  aim  of  your  labors  to  promote  true 
and  vital  godliness,  and  to  win  souls  to  Christ.  You 
will  regard  with  special  interest  the  lambs  of  your 
flock,  taking  care  that  they  are  early  instructed  in  the 
doctrines  of  the  gospel,  that  so  they  may  be  the  plant- 
ing of  the  Lord,  and  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God, 
and  thus  not  only  attain  their  own  salvation,  but  become 
a  blessing  to  the  Church.     You  will  consider  it  the 
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chief  duty  of  your  high  calling,  ever  to  accompany 
soundness  of  doctrine  with  holiness  of  life,  setting  to 
others  a  wholesome  example  of  every  christian  virtue, 
thus  showing  by  your  whole  walk  and  conversation, 
that  you  are  truly  a  disciple  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
You  have  already  in  your  secret  prayer  vowed 
unto  God  to  perform  all  these  duties ;  and  you  will 
now  announce  this  your  purpose  to  the  Congregation 
about  to  be  committed  to  your  charge. 

T  THEREFORE  ask  you,  before  the  omnipresent 
-*-  God,  the  searcher  of  all  hearts,  at  the  sacred  Altar 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the  presence  of  this 
christian  Congregation ;  are  you  firmly  and  earnestly 
resolved  to  fulfill  all  the  duties  of  your  holy  Office  with 
conscientious  fidelity;  Will  you  order  all  your  instruc- 
tions according  to  the  word  of  God  in  holy  Scripture, 
and  the  Confessions  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  founded  on  the  same,  and  by  your  life  and 
conversation  show  yourself  a  true  minister  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ?  If  this  be  your  serious  purpose,  announce 
it  to  the  Congregation  by  saying : 
Answer.     Yes,  by  the  help  of  God  ! 

Then  shall  the  officiating  Minister  say  : 

rflHE  Lord  who  hath  heard  your  promise,  grant  unto 
■*-  you  strength  and  power  to  perform  the  same.  May 
he  at  all  times  enlighten  you  by  his  Spirit,  comfort 
you  with  his  peace,  and  crown  your  labors  in  his  name 
with  abundant  success. 

The  officiating  Minister,  then  turning  to  the  Congregation,  shall  say : 

Pi  EAR  brethren,  members  of  this  Congregation, 
**<  receive  your  Pastor  with  that  respect  and  love 
to  which  he  is  justly  entitled.  You  have  yourselves 
chosen  him  as  your  Pastor ;  and  without  your  respect 
and  love,  he  cannot  prosecute  the  work  of  the  Lord 
with  success.     Be  mindful  of  the  admonition  of  the 
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Apostle  :  "  Obey  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you, 
and  submit  yourselves  :  for  they  watch  for  your  souls, 
as  they  that  must  give  account :  that  they  may  do 
it  with  joy  and  not  with  grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable 
for  you."  Receive  him  then  with  fixed  purpose  to  do 
everything  in  your  power  to  cause  him,  even  in  eter- 
nity, to  bless  the  day  that  brought  him  among  you. 
Duly  regard  his  labors  in  your  behalf,  and  esteem  him 
very  highly  in  love  for  his  work's  sake,  and  be  peace- 
ably minded  toward  him,  aiding  and  comforting  him 
in  his  conflicts  by  your  prayers.  Happy  the  Congre- 
gation that  rightly  estimates  the  services  of  a  faithful 
godly  minister ;  and  happy  the  minister  upon  whom 
the  Lord  hath  bestowed  the  privilege  of  laboring  in 
such  a  Congregation.  Let  us  now  entreat  the  Lord, 
that  the  connection  which  has  this  day  been  formed, 
may  be  thus  happy  and  blessed,  to  Pastor  and  Congre- 
gation. 

Prayer. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  Father;  thou  hast 
established  a  kingdom  for  thyself  upon  the  earth. 
Thou  hast  founded  for  thyself,  in  thy  Son  Jesus,  a 
holy  Church,  against  which  the  gates  of  hell  cannot 
prevail.

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direct  us  by  his  good  Spirit,  and  to  prosper  the  work 
of  our  hands  with  his  most  gracious  help.  Especially, 
therefore,  when  we  are  now  assembled  to  commence 
a  house  which  is  to  be  set  apart  to  his  honor  and  ser- 
vice, and  in  which  his  holy  name  is  to  be  worshipped, 
his  word  to  be  proclaimed,  and  his  sacraments  admin- 
istered, by  the  ministry  whom  he  hath  commissioned, 
let  us  humbly  and  devoutly  supplicate  his  assistance, 
protection,  and  blessing. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  art  always 
-£*-  more  ready  to  hear  than  we  to  pray,  and  art  wont 
to  give  more  than  either  we  desire  or  deserve  ;  pour

Minister  : 

Let  us  pray. 
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A  LMIG-HTY  and  everlasting  God,  thou  art  the 
-^*-  King  of  glory ;  and  unto  thee  alone  who  dwellest 
in  the  high  and  holy  place,  be  praise  and  adoration, 
from  the  host  of  heaven,  and  from  all  the  dwellers  upon 
earth ;  we  thy  people  come  before  thy  divine  presence 
on  this  day  wTith  joyful  hearts,  to  worship  thee  in  this 
house  which  thou  hast  enabled  thy  servants  to  build, 
and  in  which  thy  name  shall  henceforth  be  recorded. 
Receive,  we  beseech  thee,  our  humble  thanksgiving, 
our  cheerful  praises,  and  our  sincere  adoration,  as  the 
first  offerings  which  we  here  bring  before  the  throne 
of  thy  Majesty.

Then  shall  the  officiating  Minister  say: 

V\ EARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord;  for  as  much  as 
-*-^  mankind  in  all  ages  and  in  all  places  have  common 
wants  and  enjoy  common  mercies  and  blessings,  it  is 
therefore  both  reasonable  and  proper  that  they  should 
unite  with  one  another  in  the  worship  of  the  Lord  of  life 
and  the  Giver  of  all  good.  God  our  Creator  has 
declared  in  his  holy  word,  that  such  worship  is  accepta- 
ble and  well-pleasing  to  him ;  and  his  people  have  at  all 
times  experienced,  that  it  is  good  to  say  to  one  another  : 
"  0  come,  let  us  worship  and  bow  down:  let  us  kneel 
before  the  Lord  our  Maker ;  for  he  is  our  God  :  and  we 
are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his  fold." 
But  for  the  worthy  and  profitable  performance  of 
this  sacred  duty,  it  is  necessary,  not  only  that  special 
seasons,  but  also  that  particular  places  should  be 
appropriated.  Devout  and  holy  men  in  all  ages,  have 
therefore  esteemed    the   erection  of  houses  for  the 
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public  worship  of  God  a  good  and  profitable  work. 
The  erection  of  them  is  especially  sanctioned  by  the 
divine  appointment  of  the  tabernacle  and  temple  under 
the  old  dispensation ;  the  importance  of  frequenting 
them  is  enforced  by  the  example  of  our  blessed 
Saviour  and  the  lessons  of  his  apostles ;  and  the  con- 
secration of  them  to  the  service  of  the  Most  High,  or 
the  separation  of  them  from  worldly  and  common  uses 
is  desirable,  that  when  we  meet  together  for  religious 
purposes,  no  thought  or  emotion  may  be  awakened  by 
the  place  foreign  to  that  great  object. 

For  such  a  consecration  we  are  now  assembled. 

Let  us  hear  from  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in  what 
manner  in  ancient  time,  the  first  temple  of  the  only 
true  God  was  dedicated. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  read 

1  Kings,  viii.  22-30.  54-58. 
Hear  also  what  the  Apostle  Paul  saith  in  his  Epistle 

to  the 

Ephesiaxs,  ii.  11-22.  or 
Hebrews,  x.  19-29. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  and  Congregation  say  : 

The  Apostles*  Creed. 

I  BELIEVE  in  God  the  Father  Almighty.  Maker  of 
heaven  and  earth. 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son.  our  Lord;  Who 
was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary ;  Suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  Was  crucified, 
dead,  and  buried  ;  He  descended  into  hell;  The  third 
day  he  rose  again  from  the  dead ;  He  ascended  into 
heaven,  And  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the 
Father  Almighty;  From  thence  he  shall  come  to  judge 
the  quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  The  holy  Christian 
Church,  the  Communion  of  Saints ;  The  forgiveness  of 
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sins;    The  resurrection   of  the  body;  And   the   life 
everlasting.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  officiating  Minister  say: 

AND  now  in  this  faith,  and  by  the  authority  com- 
mitted unto  us  by  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  with 
up-lifted  hearts  to  Almighty  God,  from  whom  cometh 
down  every  blessing ;  We  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  here  assembled,  do  set  apart  and  consecrate 
this  edifice  to  a  House  of  God,  to  a  place  of  assembly 
for  the  Christian  Church,  under  the  name  of  N.  N. 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  separating  it  henceforth 
from  all  unhallowed,  ordinary  and  common  uses.  We 
do  consecrate  it  with  its  pulpit,  its  altar,  its  baptismal 
font  and  all  its  parts  to  the  honor  of  Almighty  God 
our  heavenly  Father;  for  the  offering  up  to  him  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving,  of  prayer  and  intercession. 
We  consecrate  it  to  the  preservation  and  furtherance 
of  the  gospel  of  his  only-begotten  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  enlightener  and  Redeemer  of  the  world, 
that  in  it  the  word  of  the  cross"  may  be  preached 
according  to  the  Confessions  of  our  Evangelical  Luth- 
eran Church,  his  holy  Sacraments  rightly  administered 
to  God's  believing  people,  and  his  religion  handed  down 
to  the  latest  generations.  We  consecrate  it  to  the 
gracious  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  in  it,  through 
his  influence  the  hearts  of  men  may  be  enlightened, 
sanctified  and  sealed  unto  salvation,  and  christian 
unity,  love  and  happiness  may  be  promoted.  And  to 
these  holy  purposes  we  set  apart  and  consecrate  this 
house,  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

Ministers  and  Congregation  shall  say: 

Amen. 

T3UT,  in  as  much  as  the  consecration  of  the  temple 
^-*  erected  by  human  hands  is  vain  and  ineffectual,  if 
19 
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not  followed  by  another  consecration,  even  the  conse- 
cration of  those  who  intend  to  worship  therein,  I  call 
upon  all  of  ycu,  who  are  here  present,  now  to  conse- 
crate yourselves  anew  with  all  you  are  and  have  to 
the  service  of  our  God.  To  him  let  our  souls  be 
consecrated  with  all  their  powers  and  affections,  that 
they  may  be  renewed  after  the  image  of  him  who  hath 
created  them  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness !  To 
him  let  our  bodies  be  consecrated,  that  they  may  be 
the  temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  all  their  members 
and  senses  be  vessels  and  instruments  sanctified  unto 
God !  To  him  let  our  calling  and  station  in  life  be 
consecrated,  that  we  may  faithfully  employ  them  in 
doing  good  and  glorifying  our  Father  which  is  in  hea- 
ven !  To  him  let  our  whole  life  be  consecrated,  that 
every  day  may  bear  witness,  that  we  have  not  received 
his  grace  in  vain,  but  that  we  are  living  to  his  glory.

Be 
pleased  to  accept  the  consecration  of  it  to  thy  service, 
to  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son,  and  to  the 
operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Look  down  in  mercy 
upon  this  sanctuary,  to  protect  it  from  every  danger ; 
and  upon  all  who  shall  assemble  here  from  time  to 
time,  to  gladden  them  with  thy  blissful  presence. 
Accomplish  in  their  behalf,  0  Lord  thy  promise  to 
dwell  in  the  midst  of  them,  that  thou  mayest  be  their 
God,  and  that  they  may  be  thy  people.

And,  "being  built 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  prophets  and  apostles, 
Jesus  Christ  himself  the  chief  corner-stone,  may  we 
grow  unto  a  holy  temple  in  the  Lord;"  and  finally  by 
thy  grace,  be  received  into  that  temple  not  made  with 
hands  in  which  everlasting  songs  of  praises  ascend  to 
thee.     Amen, 

Then  shall  the  Minister  and  Congregation  say :

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven ;  Hallowed  be  thy 
name;  Thy  kingdom  come;  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven ;  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread  ;  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us ;  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation;  But  deliver  us  from  evil;  For  thine  is  the 
kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever  and 
ever.
